Mr Hill introduced a bill to be entitled an act to establish a State road 
from the town of Tuscaloosa to the town of Montgomery; which was read 
and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Hemphill introduced a bill to be entitled an act to amend the several 
acts relation to the sixteenth sections; which was read a first time and or¬ 
dered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Pickett introduced a bill to be entitled an act concerning dower; 
which was read and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Hogan moved to take from the orders of the day the bill to be enti¬ 
tled an act to establish a branch Bank of the State of Alabama at the city of 
Mobile; which prevailed, and the bill was read a second time and referred 
to the committee on the State Bank. 

Mr Irwin of H. introduced a bill to be entitled an act for the benefit of 
Mary A. Watson and others, heirs of William C. Watson, deceased, of the 
county of Henry; which was read, the rule suspended, read a second time 
and ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to morrow. 

Mr Smith offered the following resolution: Resolved, that the judiciary 
committee be instructed to inquire into the expediency of laying off the 
State into eight judicial circuits, and that they have leave to report by bill 
or otherwise. Mr Bridges moved to lay the resolution on the table; which 
was carried. 

Mr Hogan offered the following resolution: Resolved, that the judiciary 
committee be instructed to inquire into the expediency of authorizing the 
judges of the supreme court to grant writs of injunction and supersedeas ; 
which was adopted. 

Mr Hogan offered the following resolution: Resolved, that the commit¬ 
tee on county boundaries be instructed to inquire into the propriety of or¬ 
ganizing counties in that portion of the State recently occupied by the 
Choctaw and Creek Indians; which was adopted. 

The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day, when the bill to 
establish a State road from the town of Tuscaloosa to the Mississippi state 








line by way of Carrollton and Pickensville in Pickens county, together 
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with Mr Anderson's amendment and the report of the select committee 
thereon was taken up. The question was taken on concurring with the re¬ 
port of the committee; the Senate refused to concur- yeas 8, nays 13. 

The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative, are Messrs Bridges, Ed¬ 
mondson, Erwin of G. Hogan, M'Vay, Phillips, Pickett.

The question was then taken on Mr Anderson's amendment to the bill 
being an addition of sections four and five; which was adopted. 

Mr M'Vay offered an amendment to the bill making an appropriation of 
the sum of two thousand dollars to erect a bridge across Shoal creek near 
where the military road crossed the same in Lauderdale county, and the 
sum of four thousand dollars to build a bridge across Elk river where the 
road crossed the same from Florence to Athens. Mr Erwin of G. moved 
to amend Mr M'Vay's amendment by appropriating one thousand dollars 
to causeway the swamp of Big creek: which was lost.

the grant of said fund. Mr smith moved to lay the resolution on the 
table; which was lost. Mr Erwin of G. moved to amend the resolution 
by adding the words "according to taxation,” after the word "proportion;” 
which was withdrawn. Mr Coopwood moved to amend the resolution by 
inserting therein "in proportion to the amount of money paid into the land 
office by each county.” Mr Anderson moved to lay the resolution and

The Senate proceeded to the orders of the day, when the bill to be enti¬ 
tled an act for the improvement of the Coosa river and for other purposes; 
was taken up, read a second time, and on motion of Mr Phillips, was refer¬ 
red to a special committee consisting of Messrs Phillips, Pickett and Morton.

Doran to emancipate certain slaves therein named, passed J anuary 20th, 

1832; was read a second time and ordered to be engrossed for a third read¬ 
ing on to-morrow. 

A bill to be entitled an act to extend the time for payment for land sold 
at the land office in Courtland. Mr Chapman moved to lay the bill on the 
table; which was lost — yeas 9, nays 10.

Mr Coopwood offered the following resolution, Resolved, that the spe¬ 
cial committee appointed to revise the rules of the Senate, be instructed to 
inquire whether or not the Secretary of the Senate have a right to do any 
act relative to the business of the Senate, but in obedience to its order; and 
whether any one member have a right to control the orders of the Senate 
through him, by directing him to retain in his possession papers ordered to 
be printed, or otherwise placed out of his possession; which was adopted. 

The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day — when the resolu¬ 
tion to appoint a committee of three members of this body to be elected 
forthwith for the purpose of investigating the management and condition 
of the Branch of the Bank of the State of Alabama, located at Mont¬ 
gomery, from the date of its charter to the present day. Mr. Hogan mov¬ 
ed to lay the resolution on the table. Mr I rwin of H. moved to amend the 
motion by laying it on the table until Saturday; which amendment was 
accepted by the mover and the motion carried.

Mr Coopwood move to take from the table mr Anderson's resolution 
relative to Charles Carroll of Carrollton; which was lost — yeas 8, nays 13. 

The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative are Messrs President Ab¬ 
ercrombie Anderson Coopwood Hemphill Irwin of H. Phillips and Walthall. 

Those who voted in the negative are Messrs Ash Barclay Bridges Chapman Dupuy Edmond¬ 
son Erwin of G. Hill Hogan M'Vay Pickett Smith and Vining. 

Engrossed bill from the House of Representatives entitled an act for the 
relief of William Taylor, was read a second time and referred to the com¬ 
mittee on propositions and grievances. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act authorising a lottery for the improvement 
of a road therein named, was read a second time and referred to the com¬ 
mittee on roads, bridges and ferries. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to authorise a lottery for the benefit of 
Lowndes Lodge No. 33, of ancient free masonry, was read a second time 
and ordered to a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Bridges proposed the following amendment to the thirty-third rule 
of the Senate — "And the Secretary shall not, without the order of the 
Senate, take any such paper out of the possession of the Senate until the 
orders of the day are taken up on the succeeding day;" which was laid on 
the table one day. 

Engrossed bill from the House of Representatives entitled an act requir¬ 
ing the clerks of the county courts of the several counties of this state to 
make indexes and reverse indexes, and providing fees for notaries in certain 
cases, was read a second time and referred to the judiciary committee. 

Engrossed bill from the House of Representatives entitled an act to al¬ 
ter the time of holding the courts of commissioners of revenue and roads 
of Washington county; was read a second time — And on motion of mr Ho¬ 
gan the constitutional rule was suspended and the bill read a third time and 
passed the senate. 

Engrossed bill from the House of Representatives entitled an act to le¬ 
gitimate and confirm the names of certain persons therein named, was read 
a second time and referred to the judiciary committee. 

The hour having elapsed, mr Hogan moved to take up his motion to 
reconsider the voted of the Senate yesterday upon ordering the preamble 
and joint resolutions to the Congress of the United States upon the subject 
of the Tariff, to be printed. Mr Anderson made a point of order whether 
the preamble and resolution were not under the thirty-third rule, out of 
the possession of the senate, when they had been ordered to be printed. 

Mr President (Mr. Walthall being in the chair) decided that it was in or¬ 
der to reconsider. The vote was then reconsidered — Yeas 14, nays 6. 

Those who voted in the affirmative are Messrs Abercrombie Ash Barclay Bridges Chapman 
Dupuy Edmondson Erwin of G. Hill Hogan M'Vay Pickett Smith and Vining.

Mr Hogan then moved to refer the preamble and resolution to the select 
committee on that part of the Governor's message relating to the tariff and 
nullification; which was carried. 

Mr Hogan moved to take up the resolution relative to Charles Carroll 
of Carrollton; which was carried. Mr Erwin of G. moved to amend the 
same by inserting the following resolution after the word "also" in the 
original, viz. "And be it further resolved, that a committee of the senate 
be appointed to act jointly with such committee as may be appointed on 
the part of the House of Representatives to consider of and report for the 
adoption of the two Houses of the general assembly such ceremonies and 



observances as will best attest the exalted estimation in which they hold the 
life and services of Charles Carroll of Carrollton, and their deep regret at 
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his decease;" which mr. Anderson accepted as a modification of his reso¬ 
lution : and the resolution was then passed unanimously. 

Those who voted for the resolution are Messrs Abercrombie Anderson Ash Barclay Bridges

Thursday, November 29, 1832. — The Senate met pursuant to adjourn¬ 
ment. 

Mr Hogan from the committee on the State Bank to whom was referred 
the bill to be entitled an act to fix the salary of the president of the Bank 
of the State of Alabama, reported the following amendments, strike out 
the words "twelve hundred and fifty,” where they occur, before the word 
"dollars," and insert the words "one thousand.” Mr Abercrombie mov¬ 
ed to recommit the bill with instructions to report a bill fixing the salaries 
of the officers of the branch Bank, also, mr Bridges moved to lay the 
bill and report on the table; which was adopted. 

Mr Hogan from the same committee reported a bill entitled an act to re¬ 
peal an act therein named, without amendment; which was ordered to be 
engrossed and read a third time to-morrow. 

Mr Hogan from the committee on the State Bank to which was referred 
the bill entitled an act to increase the capital stock of the branch of the 
Bank of the State Alabama, in the town of Montgomery, reported the 
same with sundry amendments, viz: strike out the word "five” where it 
occurs in the first section and insert the word "three,” and add thereto four 
additional sections, as sections three, four, five and six. Mr Abercrombie 
moved that the voted be taken separately on each section, when the question 
was taken on the first amendment to strike out "five." Mr Smith moved 
to lay the bill and amendment on the table until the first day of August — 
which was lost. Yeas 2, nays 20. 

The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative are: Messrs 
M'Vay and Smith. 

Those who voted in the negative are Messrs President Abercrombie Anderson 
Ash Barclay Bridges Chapman Coopwood Dupuy Edmondson Erwin of G. Hemphill

The question then recurred on striking out "five,” and was lost. Yeas 
8, nays 14.

Those who voted in th negative are Messrs President Abercrombie Anderson 
Barclay Coopwood Dupuy Hemphill Hill Hogan Irwin of H. Morton Phillips Pick¬ 
ett and Walthall. 

The Senate concurred in the amendment of the additional sections, three, 
four, five and six. Mr Abercrombie moved that the bill be engrossed for 
a third reading on to-morrow; which was carried. 

Mr Anderson from the judiciary committee to which was referred the 
bill entitled an act to amend and repeal an act entitled an act to prevent the 
introduction of slaves into the State of Alabama, and for other purposes, 
reported the same without amendment. Mr Hemphill moved to amend 
the bill by inserting the word "twenty” before the words 'twenty-first,” 
where it occurs; which was carried. 

Mr Anderson from the same committee to whom was referred the bill 
entitled an act to repeal in part and amend an act to revise, consolidate and 
amend the several acts relative to justices of the peace and constables, 
passed December 27th, 1814, reported the same without amendment, when 
the bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Anderson from the same committee to which was referred a bill en- 



titled an act to incorporate the Mobile and New Orleans stage and steam- 
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boat Company, reported the same without amendment; which was ordered 
to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Anderson from the same committee to whom was referred the bill to 
quit the claim and title to certain property in the city of Mobile, therein 
named, reported the same without amendment. Mr Anderson moved to 
lay the bill on the table; which was carried. 

Mr Anderson from the judiciary committee to whom was referred the 
bill entitled an act to provide for electing justices of the peace and consta¬ 
bles, reported the same without amendment; which was ordered to be en¬ 
grossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr President laid before te senate the following communication from 
Wiley, M'Guire & Henry, state printers; which was referred to the com¬ 
mittee on accounts and claims. 

Mr Bridge's from the committee on accounts and claims to whom was 
referred the account of Wiley, M'Guire & Henry, state printers, for print¬ 
ing at the called session, reported — That all the printing which is request¬ 
ed to be done by the general assembly, at least so far as the publishing its 
acts and proceedings, documentary printing, &c. comes within the appro¬ 
priate duties of the state printer. Although the legislature has been con¬ 
vened two weeks earlier by the governor, your committee believe that 
both sessions together will not continue longer nor require more labour to 
be performed by the state printer than would have been required, provid¬ 
ed there had been but one annual session— Your committee are therefore 
of opinion tat the state printers are not entitled to any additional compen¬ 
sation, and that the account ought not to be allowed. Mr Abercrombie 
moved to refer the report and account to the committee on state printing — 
which was lost. Mr Barclay moved to lay the report and account on the 
table; which was carried. 

Mr Vining from the committee on the State capitol to whom was refer¬ 
red the memorial of J ohn S. Gorman, reported a bill to meet the prayer of 
the memorial, entitled a bill for the relief of J ohn S. Gorman; which was 
read and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Anderson from the judiciary committee to which was referred joint 
resolutions proposing to amend the constitution of the State of Alabama, 
so as to permit the legislature thereof to lay off the several judicial circuits 
— reported the same without amendment. Mr Anderson moved to lay the 
resolution on the table; which was carried. 

Mr Anderson from the said committee to whom was referred the bill en¬ 
titled an act to authorise the judges of the supreme courts to grant certain 
writs therein named, reported the same without amendment, and the bill 
was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Erwin of G. from the judiciary committee to whom was referred a 
bill entitled an act concerning dower, reported the same with the following 
amendments— strike out all after the word "lands" in the first section and 
insert the following, "as the husband may own at the time of his death; 
Provided, that nothing in this act shall be so construed as to deprive feme 
coverts of their right of dower in lands now owned by their husbands''— 
and add the following section — "And be it further enacted, that any one 
justice may take the acknowledgment or probate of deeds and the relin¬ 
quishment of the right of dower by feme coverts, in the same manner that 
any two justices of the peace are now authorised to take the same. The 
certificate of the justice taking the same shall have the same effect as the 
certificate of two now has." Mr Chapman moved to lay the bill and 
amendments on the table; which was lost. The amendments of the com- 
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mittee were then concurred in, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a 
third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Chapman from the special committee to whom was referred a bill en¬ 
titled an act to emancipate certain slaves therein named, reported the same 
without amendment. Mr Phillips moved to lay the bill on the table; which 
was carried. 

Mr Coopwood introduced a bill to be entitled an act for the relief of the 
register and receiver of the land office at Courtland; which was read and 
ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Barclay offered th following resolution: Resolved, That the com¬ 
mittee on state printing be instructed to inquire whether the state printer, 
or the state printer elect, is required to print and distribute the acts and 
journals of the called session of 1832; and whether they are entitled to 
receive additional compensation for the same; which was adopted. 

Mr Phillips introduced a bill to be entitled an act further to provide for 
the election of electors of president and vice-president of the United States; 
which was read, the rule suspended, read a second time and ordered to be 
engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Chapman presented the account of David Belind; which was referred 
to the committee on accounts and claims. 

Mr President laid before the Senate the report of the commissioners ap¬ 
pointed to examine the manuscript copy of the Digest, together with the 
report of the digester; which was referred to the committee on the judi¬ 
ciary. 

Mr Walthall called from the table the bill entitled an act to repeal the 
several laws now in force regulating the practice and licensing physicians 
in this state; which was referred to a special committee, consisting of 
messrs Walthall, Morton and M'Vay. 

Mr Morton introduced a bill to be entitled an act to secure to feme coverts 
their estates against debts of their husbands contracted before marriage, 
and to the husbands their estates against the debts of their wives contract¬ 
ed before marriage; which was read and ordered to a second reading on 
to-morrow. 

Message from the House of Representatives by mr Tunstall their prin¬ 
cipal clerk. Mr President, the House of Representatives concur in the re¬ 
solution of the Senate appointing a committee to consider of and report 
for the adoption of the two houses of the general assembly, such ceremo¬ 
nies and observances as will best attest the exalted estimation in which they 
hold the life and services of Charles Carroll of Carrollton, and have ap¬ 
pointed on their part messrs Herbert, Oliver, Wilson, Graham and Hud¬ 
son, ofJ ackson. 

The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day — when the bill en¬ 
titled an act for the improvement of the Cahawba river from the town of 
Centreville to its junction with the Alabama river, was taken up. Mr. 

Hemphill moved to lay the bill on the table. 

Mr Smith moved a call of the House: Mr President decided that the call 
was out of order after the secretary had proceeded and progressed in a call 
of the yeas and nays on mr Hemphill's motion; from which decision mr 
Smith appealed. For sustaining the chair 16, against the chair 3. 

The yeas and nays being desired those who voted in the affirmative are Messrs 
Anderson Ash Barclay Bridges Chapman Coopwood Dupuy Edmondson Erwin of 
G. Hill M'Vay Morton Phillips Pickett Vining and Walthall. 

Those who voted in the negative are Messrs Hemphill Irwin of H. and Smith. 

The question was then taken on laying the bill on the table, and lost —

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The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative, are Messrs

Those who voted in the negative are Messrs President Anderson Barclay Coop- 
wood Dupuy Hill M'Vay Morton Phillips Pickett and Walthall. 

Mr Barclay moved to lay the bill on the table until Monday next; which 
was lost. Yeas 10, nays 10.

Hemphill Irwin of H. Phillips Pickett Smith and Vining. 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs President, Anderson, Chapman

The bill was then read a third time. Mr Walthall then moved to fill the 
blank with the word "twelve;" which was lost. Yeas 8, nays 12.

Those who voted in the negative are messrs President Abercrombie Ash Chap¬ 
man Edmondson Erwin of G. Hemphill I rwin of H. M'Vay Phillips Pickett 
Smith and Vining. 

Mr Hill moved to fill the blank with the word "ten," which was 
carried. Mr Walthall moved to fill the second blank with the word 
"three," which was carried. Mr Walthall moved to fill the third blank 
in the fifth section with the word "twenty," which was carried. Mr 
Hemphill moved to amend the bill by an additional section. Mr Aber¬ 
crombie moved to lay the bill and amendment on the table until to-morrow; 
which was lost. The bill was then put on its final passage, and carried. 

Yeas 12, nays 8.

Wednesday, November 30th, 1832. — The Senate met pursuant to ad¬ 
journment. 

Mr Walthall from the committee on internal improvement to whom was 
referred the bill entitled an act to appropriate a part of the interest of the 
three per cent, fund to improve the navigation of the Paint Rock river, 
reported the same with a substitute for the bill; which was concurred in, 
and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Walthall from the committee on internal improvement to whom 
was referred the bill to be entitled an act to provide for the removal of the 
McGrew's and Turners' shoals, in the Tombecby river, reported the same 
without amendment. Mr Bridges moved to lay the bill on the table; which 
was carried. 

Mr Walthall from the same committee to whom was referred a bill to 
be entitled an act to authorise the county courts of roads and revenue to 
change state roads running through their respective counties, reported the 
same without amendment; which was ordered to be engrossed and read a 
third time on to-morrow. 

Mr Walthall from the same committee to whom was referred a bill to 
be entitled an act supplementary to an act incorporating the Tuscumbia, 

Courtland and Decatur Rail Road Company, reported the same without 
amendment. Mr M'Vay moved to lay the bill on the table; which was 
lost. Mr M'Vay then moved to amend the bill by the addition of the 
two following sections — "Sec. And be it further enacted, That J ohn

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Courtland and Decatur rail road company, so far as those powers may be 
requisite to enable them to receive at South Florence, or on a day fixed up¬ 
on by them, public notice first being given in the Tuscumbia and Florence 
papers, subscription of stock, in such sums as said J ohn Abernathy, J ohn 
Donaldson, J ohn J. Winston, and their associates, or a majority of them, 
may deem best calculated to promote the work hereafter provided for, viz. 
to erect and make a rail road commencing at South Florence, on the Ten¬ 
nessee river, and to intersect the said Tuscumbia, Courtland and Decatur 
rail road, at such point as the said company may think best calculated to 
subserve the public interest. 

"Sec. And be it further enacted, that for the regulation of tolls, time 
of completion, and of the expiration of this charter, the company hereby 
incorporated, should in all things be governed by the charter of the Tus¬ 
cumbia, Courtland and Decatur rail road company;” which was lost. Mr 
Chapman moved to lay the bill on the table until the first Monday in Au¬ 
gust next. Mr Anderson called for the previous question. Mr Flogan 
commenced an argument against the previous question. Mr Anderson 
made a point of order as to the previous question being debatable. Mr 
President (mr Walthall in the chair) decided the question to be debatable;

Mr Morton moved to refer the bill to a select committee; which was 
carried. 

Mr Anderson from the committee on the judiciary, to whom was refer¬ 
red the report of the commissioners who were appointed to examine the 
manuscript copy of the Digest, together with the report of the digestor, 
reported: That they recommend to the senate that said documents be laid 
on the table, and fifty copies of each be printed for the use of the senate. 

Mr Chapman from the committee on the judiciary, to whom was refer¬ 
red the bill to provide for taking the census of the State of Alabama; 
reported the same with an amendment; striking out all of the original bill 
and adopting a substitute; which was not concurred in: Yeas 8, nays 10.

Mr Erwin of G. from the committee on education, to which was referred 
the bill entitled an act to revive in part and amend in part, an act to allow 
the trustees of the University of Alabama pay for their services, reported 
the same without amendment. The bill was then ordered to be engrossed 
for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Erwin of G. from the same committee to which was referred the 



bill entitled an act to amend the several acts relating to the sixteenth sec- 
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tions; reported the same without amendment, and the bill was ordered to 
be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Erwin of G. from the committee on the State Bank, to whom was 
referred the resolution instructing them to inquire into the expediency of 
passing a law prohibiting the passing of all foreign notes, under five dol¬ 
lars, reported the same as inexpedient; which was concurred in. 

Mr Bridges from the select committee to whom was referred the bill en¬ 
titled an act to incorporate the Daletown, Woodville and Greensborough 
rail road company, reported the same with sundry amendments; which 
are as follows — strike out the words "fifty years" where it occurs in the 
fifth section, and insert "forever, provided, that at the expiration of fifty 
years the State of Alabama shall be authorised to purchase said stock at its 
par value, and at the expiration of every ten years thereafter the State shall 
have the privilege of purchasing the same." At the end of the tenth sec¬ 
tion strike out the words "fifty years,” and insert "forever, unless the State 
shall purchase the same, as provided for in this act;” and amend the fifth 
section by adding the following: "And when no greater damages shall be 
assessed upon the trial of such appeal, then was assessed by the jury in the 
court below, the party taking such appeal shall pay the cost;” all of which 
the Senate concurred in, and the bill was ordered to be engrossed for a 
third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Bridges from the same committee to whom was referred the bill en¬ 
titled an act supplementary to an act to incorporate the Big Prairie creek 
navigation company, reported the same without amendment. The bill was 
ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow.

Mr Morton introduced a bill to be entitled an act to incorporate and em¬ 
power religious societies, of every denomination, to hold real estate; which 
was read and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Smith introduced a bill to be entitled an act to fix the time of conven¬ 
ing the general assembly of the State of Alabama; which was read and or¬ 
dered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr President submitted to the senate the annual report of the treasurer, 
which was ordered to lie on the table, and one hundred copies thereof to 
be printed. 

Message from the House of Representatives, by Mr Norwood: Mr Pres¬ 
ident, the House of Representatives have passed a bill which originated in 
the senate, entitled an act for the benefit of Mary A. Watson and others, 
heirs of William C. Watson, deceased, late of the county of Henry.

Mr Abercrombie called from the table the bill to increase the capital 
stock of the Branch Bank of the State of Alabama, at Montgomery; which 
was read a third time and passed the Senate. Yeas 14, nays 5.

— The Senate met pursuant to adjourn¬ 
ment. 

Mr Morton presented the petition of sundry citizens of Franklin coun¬ 
ty, on the subject of the Botanic practice of Medicine; which was refer¬ 
red to the select committee on that subject.

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Monday, December 3, 1832. — The Senate met pursuant to adjourn¬ 
ment. 

Mr Abercrombie placed his name on the journal of the vote taken on 
Saturday, on mr Walthall's amendment, to strike out Martin Van Buren, 
Vice-President. The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day.

The bill entitled an act to repeal an act passed J anuary 18th, 1832, enti¬ 
tled an act to limit the securities of officers, was read a second time and 
referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

A bill to be entitled an act to regulate the emancipation of slaves, and 
for the removal of free persons of color, from this State to Africa, was read 
a second time and referred to the judiciary committee. 

The bill entitled an act to divorce J ulius Sneed from his wife J ane Eli¬ 
za Sneed, was read a second time and referred to the committee on the ju¬ 
diciary. 

Mr Smith moved to take up the bill to remove the McGrew and Turners' 
shoals, on the Tombecbe river: which was lost. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to authorise the colonel commandant of the 
15th regiment, in the county of Jefferson, to increase the number of beats 
in said regiment, and for other purposes, was read a third time and passed 
the senate. 

A bill to keep open a certain road therein named, was read a second time 
and referred to the committee on roads, bridges and ferries. 

Engrossed bill to be entitled an act to authorise a lottery for the benefit of 
Lowndes Lodge, No. 33, of ancient free masons, was read a third time 
and passed the senate. 

The report of the committee on I ndian Affairs, upon the petition of the 
citizens of Pike county, upon the subject of white settlers on Indian Ter¬ 
ritory, was laid on the table, on motion of mr Irwin of H. 

The amendment to the 33d rule, was taken up; mr Erwin of G. moved 
to amend the amendment with the following, "and when a bill or other 
document is ordered to be printed, the secretary shall not deliver the orig¬ 
inal to the printer, but shall forthwith furnish the printer with a copy — 
which was adopted, and the amendment referred to the special committee 
to revise the rules of the Senate. 

Messrs Anderson and Hemphill submitted the following protest to be 
spread upon the journals. The member from Morgan, mr Chapman, on 
the first day of this month, introduced a resolution as follows: "Whereas, 
we have received certain information that General Andrew Jackson is 
elected President, and Martin Van Buren, Vice-President of the United 
States: Be it therefore resolved, as a manifestation of the cheering tidings 
of this auspicious event, the door-keeper be directed to illuminate the Sen¬ 
ate Chamber, this evening, at 7 o'clock." The senator from Perry, mr 
Walthall, moved to strike from the resolutions, the words "Martin Van 
Buren, Vice-President." The undersigned voted in favor of said motion. 

They now avail themselves of the privilege guaranteed to them by the 
Constitution of this State, of speaking their reasons for that vote upon the 
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journals of the Senate. It is well known that the discussion of the protec¬ 
tive and internal improvement system is now agitating the nation and 
threatening the very existence of the confederacy; — that the adoption of 
these systems has divided the country into two sections, having interests, 
views and feelings utterly irreconcilable, and separated by a line that might 
be traced with geographical accuracy; — that the principles involved in this 
controversy, are not only of high national import, but upon their proper 
adjustment depend the future destinies of the south; — that the southern 
people with unexampled unanimity, have protested against their adoption 
as a gross violation of the Constitutional compact; contrary to the true in¬ 
terest of the nation; subversive of their prosperity, and incompatible with 
their rights as freemen. The undersigned solemnly believes that the per¬ 
manent establishment of the protective and internal improvement sys¬ 
tems, as the settled policy of the nation, would be productive of conse¬ 
quences not less calamitous than the dismemberment of the Union, or the 
subjection of the South to a condition in no respect different from colonial 
vassalage. Martin Van Buren has been a uniform, constant and zealous 
advocate of both these measures. The journals of the Senate show that 
he voted for the tariff of 1828. Numerous instances might be adduced 
in confirmation of the assertion that he is in favor of internal improve¬ 
ments by the federal government. I n his letter to a committee appointed 
by a meeting held at the Shoco Springs, he refers to his vote in illustration 
of his opinions on these subjects. These reasons have been denounced by 
one Legislature of Alabama. Surely the political conduct of an individual 
who promoted their adoption, and who has avowed in a manner so deliber¬ 
ate, that his opinions have undergone no change, cannot be entitled to the 
approbation of a subsequent legislature, of the same State, and expressed 
in a manner so imposing. The undersigned protest, therefore, against so 
much of the resolution as relates to Martin Van Buren, for the reasons al¬ 
ready assigned; but principally, because they believe that Martin Van Bu¬ 
ren, himself, and the nation at large, will regard his election to the Vice- 
Presidency, as the means of securing the election of the President of the 
United States. They also believe that the resolution in question was in¬ 
tended to have, and will have, a tendency to produce the impression a- 
mong the people of the State, and elsewhere, that such an event is desira¬ 
ble. Convinced that nine-tenths of the people are, and have been opposed 
to mr Van Buren, on principle; that he obtained the vote of this State by 
a course of political events, which caused him to be regarded as a choice of 
evils; and that his elevation to the Presidency would be injurious to the 
public, the undersigned, therefore, feel themselves impelled by a sense of 
duty, to themselves, to their constituents, and to their country, to enter 
their solemn protest against so much of te resolution as relates to Martin 
Van Buren, and to have it recorded on the journal of the Senate.

Mr Coopwood from the select committee to which was referred the bill 
entitled an act supplemental to the act incorporating the Tuscumbia, Court- 
land and Decatur rail road company, reported the same with the following 
proviso, to come in at the end of the last section: Provided, that the said 
company shall not have power by this act to condemn lands for making any 
of the branches herein authorised; or shall said company ever charge toll 
upon any of them; and said company shall continue said works to Decatur 
with as little delay as practicable: And provided further, that this act shall 
not be so construed as to deprive any individual of rights to which he may 
be entitled before the passage of this act, which was read first, second and 
third time and adopted. The question was then taken on the final passage 
of the bill and lost- yeas 10, nays 11. 

The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative, are Messrs 
President Abercrombie Anderson Ash Coopwood Hemphill Irwin of H. Morton 
Phillips and Walthall. 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs Barclay Bridges Chapman Dupuy

Mr Anderson from the committee on the judiciary, to which was referred 
the resolution instructing them to inquire into the expediency of providing 
by law for increasing the punishment for the offence of embezzlement by 



public officers, reported that such a law as contemplated by the resolution 
is inexpedient; which was concurred in. 

Mr Anderson from the judiciary committee to whom was referred the 
bill entitled an act to repeal an act, approved, J anuary 18,1832, entitled 
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an act to limit actions against the security of officers, have had the same 
under consideration, and report the same as inexpedient; which was con¬ 
curred in. Mr Chapman moved to lay the bill and report on the table; 
which was lost. 

Mr Anderson from the same committee to whom was referred the bill 
entitled an act to define what shall be liable to taxation as town property 
within this State, reported the same as inexpedient; which was laid on the 
table. 

Mr Anderson from the same committee to which was referred the bill 
entitled an act to authorise one justice of the peace and two free holders or 
householders to receive the acknowledgment and probate of deeds and re¬ 
linquishment of dower, have had the same under consideration, and have 
instructed me to report that it is inexpedient to pass the bill; which was 
concurred in. 

Mr Anderson from the judiciary committee to which was referred the 
bill entitled an act to amend the several acts in relation to garnishees, re¬ 
ported the same with the following amendments: Strike out the whole of 
the third section; strike out the words "without affidavit or order of court 
for the purpose,” where they occur in the first section, and insert in lieu 
thereof the following : Provided however, that the party applying shall 
make affidavit before the clerk of the court in which the application may 
be made, that he, she or they have good reason to believe that the person 
or persons to be garnisheed, are indebted to or have goods and effects in his, 
her or their possession, belonging to the defendant in the original process or 
attachment;” which were concurred in and the bill ordered to be read a 
third time on to-morrow. 

Mr Bridges from the select committee to whom was referred the petition 
of the settlers of the Choctaw territory and a memorial on the subject of a 
Land Office, reported the same with a memorial to Congress as a substitute 
for the one referred. Mr Hogan moved to lay the bill on the table until 
to-morrow; which was carried. 

Mr Anderson moved that the Senate adjourn to 9 o'clock; which was 
lost-yeas 5, nays 16.

"one thousand;” which was carried and the bill put on its final passage and 
passed the Senate-yeas 13, nays 9.

The Senate, on motion of mr Hogan, adjourned until to-morrow ten 
o'clock. 

Saturday, December 8th, 1832.- The Senate met pursuant to adjourn¬ 
ment. 

Mr Hogan from the committee on the State Bank to which was referred 
the petition of the stockholders of the Bank of Mobile, asking an exten¬ 
sion of their charter as well as an increase of its capital, reported a bill to 
increase its capital stock; but that the committee believe it unconstitutional 
to renew its charter at the present session; concurred in. 

A bill to be entitled an act supplemental to an act entitled an act to estab¬ 
lish a Bank in the city of Mobile, passed, November 20th, 1818, was read 
and ordered to a second reading on Monday next. 

Mr Morton presented the petition from citizens of Franklin to change 
the time of holding the circuit courts of said county, which was referred to 
a select committee consisting of messrs Morton, Anderson and Coopwood. 

Mr Phillips presented the petition of Thomas Welsh to emancipate cer¬ 
tain slaves therein named; which was referred to the committee on propo¬ 
sitions and grievances.

Engrossed bill entitled an explanatory of an act, approved, Decem¬ 
ber 28th, 1831, to attach a portion of the territory of the county of Pike 
to the county of Henry, was read a third time and passed the Senate. 

The bill entitled an act to divide the third regiment of the State, was 
read a second time and referred to a select committee consisting of messrs 
Anderson Vining and M'Vay. 
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Engrossed bill entitled an act to enable Robert H. Watkins to rect a 
dam on the Tennessee river, was read a second time and ordered to a third 
reading on Monday next. 

Engrossed bill for the relief of James Elliott and John S. Rhea of Frank¬ 
lin county, was read a second time and referred to the committee on pro¬ 
positions and grievances. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act for the relief of the tax collector of Walker 
county, was read a second time and ordered to a third reading on Monday 
next. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act more particularly defining the powers of 
the commissioners of roads and revenue in certain cases therein specified, 
read third time and passed the Senate. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to incorporate the Crow creek navigation 
company, was read and ordered to a third reading on Monday next. 

Mr Walthall from the joint committee of both Houses of the General 
Assembly, appointed to examine the vouchers, accounts and books of te 
Comptroller and Treasurer's offices, have performed the duty assigned to 
them, and beg leave to report that they first examined the books, vouchers 
and accounts of both offices from the 26th November, 1831, up to the 26th 
of the same month, 1832, the date of their annual reports, by comparing 
the vouchers in the Comptroller's office withe law authorising their pay¬ 
ment, and by comparing them with the Comptroller's books and the 
warrants issued thereon. They also compared the books of the Comp¬ 
troller and Treasurer, and all the vouchers in the Treasurer's office with 
his books ; the additions of the books in both offices were examined 
with great care, and were found to be minutely correct, the books appear 
to have been kept in the neatest and best manner, and the vouchers have 
been correctly filed. The cash in the Treasury, including $135 in Fayett- 
ville money, $3 12 x h in Treasury notes, was found to be fifty six thousand 
eight hundred and seventy seven dollars 63 3-4 cents, on the 26th day of 
November, 1832, which was evidenced to us by the amount deposited in 
Bank on that day. Your committee consider it due to those officers to ac¬ 
knowledge the facilities offered the in the examination, and the prompt¬ 
ness with which every inquiry was answered. 

The same mode of examination was pursued as regards the examination 
of the University fund, and up to the same date the amount in the Treas- 
ury was found to be three thousand eight hundred and eighty six dollars and 
eleven cents. They also found that there had been paid in the Treasury 
$26,081 11 of the three per cent fund, for which stock is taken; there 
also remains four hundred and seven dollars 12 V 2 cents of the seat of gov¬ 
ernment fund; the $3 12 V 2 of Treasury notes were destroyed by the com¬ 
mittee.

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs Abercrombie Anderson Dupuy Hemphill Irwin of 
H. M'Vay and Smith. 

The bill as amended then passed the Senate- yeas 14, nays 5. 

Those who voted in the affirmative, are Messrs President Ash Barclay Coopwood Edmondson 
Erwin of G. Hemphill Hill Hogan I rwin of H. Phillips Pickett Vining and Walthall. 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs Abercrombie Anderson Dupuy M'Vay and Smith. 

Mr Erwin of G. from the select committee to whom was referred a bill to be 
entitled, an act to preclude from office certain persons therein named, re¬ 
ported the same with the following amendment:- insert the word "joint" 
before the word "vote” where it occurs in the tenth line; strike out the 
word "Legislature" where it occurs in the same line and insert "two 
Houses of the General Assembly,” which was concurred in . The bill 
was then ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Erwin of G from the same committee, reported joint resolution, propo¬ 
sing an amendment to the constitution of the state of Alabama, rendering 
Senators and Representatives ineligible to offices filled by a joint vote of 
the two Houses of the General Assembly during the term for which they 
are elected. The Senate then adjourned until to-morrow morning ten 
o'clock.

Message from the House of Representatives by mr Norwood: mr Pres¬ 
ides the House of Representatives have read three several times and pas¬ 
sed bills of the following titles: an act to amend the charter of the city of 
of Mobile; an act to alter and define the boundaries of the county of 
Baldwin; in which they desire the concurrence of the Senate. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to amend the charter of the city of Mobile 
was read and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Bill from the House of Representative, to alter and define the bounda¬ 
ries of Baldwin was taken up. Mr Bridges moved that the bill be sent 
back to the House of Representatives to be put in parliamentary form, 
which was carried and the bill returned.

The joint memorial to the Congress of the United States, on the subject 
of a land office at Demopolis was taken up, when mr Anderson moved to 
postpone the memorial indefinitely, which was lost, yeas 9, nays 11.

Those who voted in the negative are messrs Abercrombie Barclay Bridges Chap¬ 
man Edmondson Erwin of G. Hemphill McVay Morton Pickett and Walthall. 

Mr Bridges moved to put the memorial on its final passage, when mr 
Smith moved a call of the House which was sustained, and the bill laid on 
the table for one hour. 

The Senate then adjourned to ten o'clock to-morrow.

insert the words "or her" after the word "his" in the sixth line of the said 
section; insert the words "or her" after the word 'his" where it occurs in 
the tenth line of the said section, and the words "or her" after the word 
"him" where it occurs in the eleventh line of the said section, and insert 
the words "or her" after the word "his" in the same line, insert the words 
"or her” after the word "his" where it occurs in the twelfth line in the 
same section; all of which was concurred in and the bill ordered to be en¬ 
grossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Memorial to the Congress of the United States in relation to the im¬ 
provement on the Tennessee river was read a second time and referred to a 
select committee consisting of messrs Chapman M'Vay and Edmondson.

Engrossed bill entitled an act for the relief of witnesses and jurors was 
read the second time and referred to the committee on the judiciary.

The House of Representa¬ 
tives have passed the following bills: an act to regulate the charges of com¬ 
mission merchants, agents and factors in the city of Mobile in this State, 
in which they desire the concurrence of the Senate. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to regulate the charges of commission mer¬ 
chants, agents and factors in the city of Mobile, was read and ordered to a 
second reading on to-morrow. 

Engrossed joint resolutions authorising the Secretary of State to sub¬ 
scribe for thirty four copies of a map of the State of Alabama about to be 
published by John Latourette, was read and ordered to a second reading on 
to-morrow. 

Mr Erwin of G. from the judiciary committee to which was referred the 
bill entitled an act to incorporate the Bell Factory of the county of Madi¬ 
son, reported the same with the following amendments: strike out the 
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words "shall have perpetual succession and” where they occur in the 7th 
and 8th line of the first section, insert the word "heretofore” after the 
word "time" where it occurs in the line next to the last line of the second 
section, at the end of the same section add "or prevent suit being com¬ 
menced thereon, prosecuted and defended in the same names, in the same 
firm and under the same rights, rules, privileges and regulations that might 
or could have been, or would have governed the same, as if this act had 
never been passed," strike out the words "no longer" where they occur in 
the fourth line of the last section, and insert "so much longer as may be 
necessary to enable the company hereby incorporated to sell and dispose of 
all their property and estate, both real and personal, and wind up and settle 
all the business of said corporation;" which were concurred in and the bill 
ordered to a third reading forthwith, and passed the Senate. 

Mr Abercrombie from the select committee to which was referred a bill 
entitled an act for the relief of certain persons therein named, reported that 
they deem it inexpedient to pass such a bill, in as much as the right of suf¬ 
frage is secured under the constitution to the persons intended to be relieved 
by the bill; which was concurred in. 

Message from the House of Representatives by mr Norwood: mr Presi¬ 
dent: The House of Representatives have read three several times and 
passed bills of the following titles, which originated in the Senate, to wit:

sert by way of Kingston in Autauga county, after the word "Montgomery." 

Engrossed bill entitled an act providing for a special term of the circuit 
court of Mobile county, was read, the rule suspended, read a second time 
forthwith and referred to a select committee consisting of messrs Hogan, 
Erwin of G. and Smith. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act amendatory of an act establishing a branch 
of the Bank of the State of Alabama in the Tennessee Valley, which was 
read the first time, the rule suspended and read a second time forthwith and 
referred to the committee on the State Bank. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to authorise the judge of the county court 
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of revenue and roads of Wilcox county to levy an extra tax for the purpose 
of building a new jail in said county, was read and ordered to a second rea¬ 
ding on to-morrow. 

Mr President presented the report of the Quarter Master General, which 
was referred to the committee on military affairs. 

Mr Pickett moved to reconsider the vote taken yesterday on the rejec¬ 
tion of the bill giving to the respective counties the tax on white polls; 
which was carried and the bill laid on the table. 

The bill entitled an act to authorise the executors or the administrators 
of the estate of William Marks, deceased, or the guardians of the minor 
heirs of the said William Marks, deceased, to sell real estate, was read a 
second time and referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

Engrossed bill for the relief of Matthew Fontaine Goode, was read a 
third time and passed the Senate. 

The bill to be entitled an act to repeal the several laws extending the 
jurisdiction of the State of Alabama over the I ndian tribes within her lim¬ 
its, was, on motion of mr Bridges, laid on the table. 

The bill amendatory of an act entitled an act to incorporate the Alabama 
and Tennessee rail road company, approved, January 20th, 1832, was read 
a second time and ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow.

The bill was then read the third time and passed the Senate. 

Mr Phillips from the select committee to which was referred so much of 
his excellency the governor's message as relates to the boundary line be¬ 
tween this State and the State of Georgia, reported joint resolutions pro¬ 
viding for the appointment of commissioners for settling the same, which 
were read and ordered to a second reading on Monday.

Mr Anderson from the same committee to whom was referred a bill en¬ 
titled an act to provide for the payment of tales jurors in Fayette county, 
reported the same without amendment, and the bill was read a third time 
forthwith and passed the Senate. 

Mr Anderson from the judiciary committee to which was referred a 
bill entitled an act to repeal in part and amend an act to regulate the rate of 
interest, passed December 17th, 1819, reported the same with the following 
amendments, to wit: insert the words "can or shall” after the word "may” 
where it occurs in the 5th line of the 2n section, and by adding to the bill 
the following proviso: And Provided further, that if any person against 
whom such evidence is offered to be given, will deny, upon oath to be ad¬ 
ministered in open court, the truth of what such witness offers to swear 
against him, then such evidence shall not be admitted, and if any witness or 
party shall forswear himself in any such matter, and be thereof lawfully 
convicted, he she or they shall suffer all the pains and penalties by law in¬ 
flicted on persons convicted of wilful and corrupt perjury; which was con¬ 
curred in and the bill ordered to a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Walthall from the select committee to whom was referred the resolu¬ 
tion to divide the state into five congressional districts, reported a bill en¬ 
titled an act to divide the state into districts for electing representatives to 
congress, which was read the first time, mr Walthall moved that the bill 
be read a second time forthwith, mr Erwin of G. moved that the bill be 
laid on the table until Wednesday next, and that fifty copies thereof be 
printed, which was carried and the bill laid on the table. 

Message from the House of Representatives by Mr Norwood: Mr Presi¬ 
dent, the House of Representatives disagree to the amendments made by 
your honorable body to the first section of the bill entitled an act to incor¬ 
porate the Bell factory in the county of Madison by striking out the words 
"shall have perpetual succession and” where they occur in the 7th and 8th 
lines of said section: they concur in all the other amendments made to said 
bill. They concur also in the amendments made by the Senate to the bill 
entitled an act tot divide the third regiment of the militia of this State and 
for other purposes. They have passed a bill entitled an act for the relief of 
John S. Gorman, which originated in the Senate. They have read three 
several times and passed bills which originated in the House the follow¬ 
ing titles: an act to incorporate the merchant's insurance company of 
Huntsville; an act to provide for printing an additional number of the acts 
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and journals for the use of certain counties therein named; in all of which 
they ask the concurrence of your honorable body. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to incorporate the Bell Factory, on the 
disagreement of the House to the amendment of the Senate, was taken up 
and on motion of Mr Vining, laid on the table. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to provide for printing an additional num¬ 
ber of the acts and journals for the use of certain counties therein named, 
was read and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Hogan introduced a bill to be entitled an act to prevent frauds in the 
sale of oil and for other purposes which was read, the constitutional rule 
suspended, read a second time and referred to the committee on the 
judiciary. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to incorporate the merchant's insurance 
company of Huntsville was read, the constitutional rule suspended, read a 
second time, and referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

Mr Bridges offered the following resolution: Resolved, that the military 
committee be instructed to inquire into the expediency of amending that 
part of the militia laws which regulates appeals from Battalion and Regi¬ 
mental Courts Martial, which was adopted. 

Mr Irwin of H. offered the following resolution: Resolved, that the 
military committee be instructed to inquire into the expediency of organi¬ 
zing the several new counties into regiments, and arranging the same to 
the different brigades and regiments of the militia of this state. 

Joint resolutions in relation to the boundary line between this state and 
the state of Georgia, was read a second time and referred to the judiciary 
committee. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to repeal in part an act entitled an act to 
raise a revenue for the support of government until otherwise altered by 
law, passed J anuary 20th, 1832, was read a third time and passed the 
Senate. 

Engrossed bill entitled act for the relief of witnesses and jurors, was 
read the third time and passed the Senate. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to provide for taking the census in the 
year 1833 was read the third time, and on motion of mr Erwin of G. laid 
on the table. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to build a bridge across the Black Warrior 
river opposite the town of Tuscaloosa, was read a third time and passed the 
Senate. 

Memorial to the congress of the United States in relation to the Tennes¬ 
see canal was taken up. Mr Morton moved to refer the memorial to a spe¬ 
cial committee, which was lost. The bill was then ordered to be engrossed 
for a third reading on to-morrow. 

The bill entitled an act to authorise the Tennessee Canal commissioners 
to alter the plan of improvement on that river, and to direct the receiver of 
the land office at Courtland where to make his deposits, was read second 
time and ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Engrossed joint resolutions appointing commissioners to adjust the 
claims of the Trustees of the University to lands forfeited to that institu¬ 
tion was read third time, mr Morton moved to fill the first blank with the 
words "John Coffee,” which was carried, yeas 19, nay 1.

moved to amend the 5th section and 5th line, by inserting between the 
M 
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words "one" and "per" the word "fourth;" which was carried. The bill 
was then ordered to a third reading on to-morrow. 

The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day. 

The resolution proposing to go into the election of judges of the county 
courts of the several new counties, on motion of mr Erwin of G. to except 
therefrom the counties of Sumpter and Talladega, mr Erwin of G. with¬ 
drew his motion, which was renewed by mr Hill, so far as relates to the 
county of Talladega, and carried, mr Bridges moved to reconsider the 
vote taken yesterday on filling the blank with 'Wednesday,' which was 
carried, mr Abercrombie moved a call of the House, which was sustain¬ 
ed, and the resolution laid on the table for one hour. 

Mr Vining moved to take from the table the bill from the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, entitled an act to incorporate the Bell Factory in the county 
of Madison, on the disagreement of the House to the amendment of the 
Senate proposing to strike from the first section of the bill the words "shall 
have perpetual succession and" mr Vining moved that they recede from 
their amendment, which was lost, mr Erwin of G. moved that the Senate 
insist on their amendment, which was carried. 

Engrossed bill from the House of Representatives, entitled an act to dis¬ 
continue and establish certain election precincts therein named, was taken 
up, and on motion of mr Abercrombie laid on the table. 

Mr Pickett moved to take from the table the engrossed bill entitled an act 
to allow the respective counties the tax on white polls, mr Abercrombie 
moved to lay the bill on the table, mr Hogan moved to amend the motion 
by laying the bill on the table until the first Monday in August, which was 
carried; yeas 9, nays 8. 

Those who voted in the affirmative, are Messrs President Abercrombie Chapman 
Coopwood Edmondson Hill Hogan Phillips and Vining. 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs Ash Barclay Bridges Erwin of G. 

I rwin of H. M'Vay Pickett and Smith. 

Engrossed joint resolution proposing to amend the constitution of the 
State of Alabama in relation to the judicial circuits was read a third time, 
and on motion of Mr Erwin of G. was laid on the table. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to incorporate the merchant's insurance 
company of Mobile was read a second time and referred to the committee 
on the judiciary. 

Mr Abercrombie proposed the following rule for the government of the 
Senate: I n every case of a call of the House it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary to enter the name or names of the absent members on the jour¬ 
nals, except those that have obtained leave of absence by a vote of the Sen¬ 
ate, which was laid on the table for one day. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to provide for the appropriations of the nett 
proceeds of the funds arising from the sale of the sixteenth sections was 
taken up, and on motion of mr Erwin of G. referred to the committee on 
education. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act for the relief of Ludwell Taylor and others 
was read a third time and on motion of mr Abercrombie was referred to a 
select committee, consisting of messrs Abercrombie, Pickett and Coop- 
wood. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to allow the tax collector of Covington 
county twenty five per centum on the amount of taxes he collects for the 
county, was read a third time, and on motion of mr Bridges laid on the 
table. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to explain the third section of an act enti- 



tied an act to provide for the leasing the sixteenth sections, &c. passed J an. 
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uary 1st, 1832, was read the third time, and on motion of mr Coopwood, 
laid on the table. 

Engrossed joint resolutions authorising the Secretary of State to purchase 
a certain number of maps of the State of Alabama, about to be made by 
John Lattgourette, was read a second time, mr Irwin of H. moved to 
amend the resolution by inserting "and one copy for each copy in this 
State;'' which was lost; yeas 3, nays 15. 

The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative, are Messrs 
Irwin of H. Phillips and Smith. 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs President Abercrombie Ash Barclay 
Bridges Chapman Coopwood Edmondson Erwin of G. Hill Hogan M'Vay Morton 
Pickett and Vining. 

Mr Erwin of G. moved that the Senate adjourn until to-morrow morning 
9 o'clock, which was carried; and the Senate adjourned. 

Saturday, December 22d, 1832- The Senate met pursuant to ad¬ 
journment. 

Mr I rwin of H. presented the petition of sundry citizens of Pike coun¬ 
ty on the division of the county, which was, on motion of mr Irwin of H. 
laid on the table. 

Mr Hogan presented the petition of John Taylor, which was referred to 
a select committee, consisting of messrs Hogan, Bridges and Hemphill. 

Mr Hogan presented the petition of Francis Collins and Hortense B. Col¬ 
lins, praying the emancipation of certain persons therein named, which 
was referred to the special committee on that subject. 

Mr McVay asked and obtained leave of absence for the Senator from 
J efferson and Walker from and after this day until Wednesday next. 

Mr President announced the following communication from His Excel¬ 
lency the Governor. 

TUSCALOOSA, December 21st, 1832. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama: 

I respectfully request of the General Assembly to be informed whether 
my absence from the Senate of Government until Wednesday next, will, in 
anywise, injuriously affect their proceedings. J OHN GAYLE. 

Message from the House of Representatives mr President: The House 
of Representatives have adopted the following resolution, Resolved, that 
with the concurrence of the Senate, a committee be appointed, to act with 
such committee a may be appointed on the part of the Senate to wait on 
his Excellency the Governor, and inform him that his absence until Wed¬ 
nesday next will not retard, or in any manner injuriously affect the pro¬ 
ceedings of the Legislature, and have appointed on their part messrs Hud¬ 
son of F. Hubbard, Fleming and Rather. They have also passed a bill 
which originated in the Senate, of the following title: an act to provide for 
legitimating bastard children, and to authorise the change of names. They 
concur in the amendments made by the Senate to the bill entitled an act to 
incorporate the Beil Factory of the county of Madison, which was laid on 
the table. 

Mr Hogan offered the following resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted: Resolved, that the absence of his Excellency the Governor until 
Wednesday next, will not in any wise retard or impede the progress of the 
pubic business. 

Mr Abercrombie from the select committee to whom was referred the bill 
entitled an act for the relief of Ludwell Taylor and others, reported the same 
with an amendment, by striking out the letter "C" from the bill where it 
occurs between the word "Howell” and the word "Rose;” which was con- 



curred in, and the bill passed the Senate. 
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Mr Irwin of H. from the military committee to whom was referred the 
report of the Quarter Master General, reported the same as correct and 
asked leave to be discharged from the further consideration thereof, which 
was granted, and the report laid on the table. 

Mr Irwin of H from the same committee to whom was referred the 
resolution relative to appeals from Battalion and Regimental Courts Mar¬ 
tial, reported a bill to be entitled an act to amend the militia laws under the 
head of courts martial, which was read and ordered to be read a second 
time on Monday next. 

The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day. 

When Mr Irwin's of H. resolution proposing to go into the election of 
judges of the county courts of the several new counties, was taken up on 
the motion to fill the blank "Thursday next,:” which was carried and the 
resolution adopted. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to regulate the charges of commission mer¬ 
chants, agents and factors in the city of Mobile, was read a second time, 
mr Hogan moved to amend the bill by inserting after the word "Mobile" in 
the fifth line of the first section the words "or any other city town or 
other place in this state," which was concurred in. mr Irwin of H. mo¬ 
ved to refer the bill to a select committee, which was carried, and messrs 
Irwin of H. Hogan and Erwin of G. were appointed said committee. 

Engrossed joint resolution authorising the Secretary of State to subscribe 
for thirty four copies of the map of the State of Alabama, about to be pub¬ 
lished by John Lattourette, was ordered to be read a third on Monday 
next. 

Mr Chapman called from the table a bill entitled an act for the sale of 
state stock, which was read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Mr Phillips presented the petition of sundry citizens of Montgomery, 

Lowndes, Wilcox and Butler on the subject of a road therein named, which 
was read, and on motion of mr Phillips referred to a special committee, 
consisting of messrs Phillips, Abercrombie, Bridges and Hemphill. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to authorise the judge of the county court 
of revenue and roads of Wilcox county to levy an extra tax for the purpose 
of building a new jail in said county, was read a second time and ordered to 
a third reading on Monday next. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act amendatory of an act to incorporate the 
Tennessee and Alabama rail road company approved J anuary 20th, 1832, 
was read a third time and laid on the table until Thursday next. 

Engrossed joint resolutions proposing an amendment to the constitution 
of the State of Alabama, rendering Senators and Representatives ineligi¬ 
ble to office filled by joint vote of the two Houses of the General Assembly, 
during the time for which they are elected, were laid on the table on mO 
tion of Mr Morton. 

Mr Abercrombie moved to take from the table the proposed amend¬ 
ment to the rules of the Senate, requiring the Secretary to note on the 
journals the names of absentees upon a call of the House, mr Abercrom¬ 
bie moved the adoption of the rule which was adopted. 

Mr Coopwood offered the following resolution: Resolved, that the judi¬ 
ciary committee be instructed to inquire into the expediency of relieving 
the purchasers of land sold at the land office at Courtland from the pay¬ 
ment of debts due in said office for land, with leave to report by bill or oth¬ 
erwise, which was rejected, yeas 4, nays 13.

Barclay Bridges Chapman Coopwood Erwin of G., Hogan Morton Smith and Vining. 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs President Abercrombie Ash Edmonds- 
son Hill Irwin of H. M'Vay and Phillips. 

Mr Hogan moved to fill the second blank in the first section with the 
word "twenty,” which was lost, yeas 7, nays 9. 

The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative, are Messrs 
Barclay Edmondson Erwin of G. Hogan Morton Smith and Vining. 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs President Abercrombie Ash Bridges 
Coopwood Hill Irwin of H. M'Vay Phillips. 

Mr Hogan moved to fill the blank with the word "eighteen,” which was 
carried. 

Mr Hogan moved to fill the blank in the second section with the 
word "five." Mr Abercrombie moved to fill the blank with the word 
"ten." Mr Abercrombie then moved to recommit the bill to the bank 
committee which was carried. 

Mr Smith from the select committee to whom was referred the bill en¬ 
titled an act regulating the emancipation of slaves, and for the removal of 
free persons of color from this State to Africa, reported the same with 
amendments, to wit: strike out the words "as heretofore,” where they 
occur in the first section of the bill and insert "to be approved of by the 
judge of the county court of the respective counties;” which was concur¬ 
red in, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on Monday 
next. 

An act to authorise the Tennessee canal commissioners to alter the plan 
of improvements on that river, and to direct the receiver of the land office 
at Courtland where to make his deposites was read a third time, when mr 
Coopwood offered the following amendment by way of engrossed ryder: 

"Provided, that the said commissioners shall not reduce the fund now at 
their disposal below such sum a s may be necessary to complete the said 
work below Florence, according to the original plan of improvement;” 
which was read the first and second time, mr Chapman made a point of 
order as to the relavency of the proviso to the original bill, mr McVAy 
called for the previous question, mr Morton moved a call of the House, 
which was sustained, and the bill and proviso laid on the table for one hour, 
messrs Pickett and Hemphill being absent, the latter from sickness.

Mr Morton introduced a bill entitled an act for the relief of purchasers 
of sixteenth sections of lands in this state, which was read the first time, the 
constitutional rule suspended, read a second time forthwith, and referred 
to the committee on education. 

Mr Phillips from the select committee to whom was referred the peti¬ 
tion of sundry citizens relative to a certain road, reported a bill entitled an 
act to establish a certain road therein named, which was read, the constitu- 



tional rule suspended, was read a second time forthwith, and ordered to be 
engrossed for a third reading on Monday next. 

Engrossed memorial to the Congress of the United States, in relation to 
the improvements on the Tennessee river, was read a third time and passed 
the Senate. 
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Engrossed bill to amend an act entitled an act further to amend the char¬ 
ter of the bank of the State of Alabama, was read a third time and passed 
the Senate. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to repeal in part and amend an act to regu¬ 
late the rate of interest, passed December 17th, 1819, was read a third time 
and passed the Senate. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to provide for printing an additional num¬ 
ber of the acts and journals for the use of certain counties therein named, 
was read a second time and referred to the committee on State Printing. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act providing for the completion of the state 
capitol and for other purposes, was read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Engrossed bill for the relief of Thomas G. Tyus, tax collector of Lime¬ 
stone county, was read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to repeal in part an act therein mentioned 
and for other purposes, was read a third time and passed the Senate, yeas 
11, nays 6. 

The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative are, Messrs 
President Abercrombie Ash Barclay Bridges Chapman Coopwood Edmondson Er¬ 
win of G. Hogan and Phillips. 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs Hill Irwin of H. M'Vay Morton

Engrossed bill entitled an act requiring officers taking the acknowledge¬ 
ment of deeds and relinquishment of dower to be satisfied of the identity of 
the party acknowledging or relinquishing, was read a second time and re¬ 
ferred to the judiciary committee. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act authorising J ulien S. Devereux, adminis¬ 
trator of the estate of Mary and Milton Bradley, dec'd to transfer the pa¬ 
pers and proceedings belonging to said estates from the county of Coving¬ 
ton to the county of Conecuh, was read a third time and passed the Senate, 
yeas 10, nays 6.

The house having elapsed, the bill entitled an act to authorise the Ten¬ 
nessee canal commissioners to alter the plan of the improvement on that 
river and to direct the receiver of the land office at Courtland where to 
make his deposites was taken up: mr Coopwood withdrew his amendment, 
when mr Chapman offered the following amendment to the first section, by 
way of engrossed ryder: "Provided that the same commissioners shall, out 
of the funds in their hands, reserve a sufficient sum to complete the im¬ 
provement below Florence, according to the pal of that part of the work 
proposed by said commissioners;" which was read the first and second time 
and lost- mr Morton being in the Chair; yeas 8, nays 8. 

The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative are Messrs 
Abercrombie Ash Chapman Coopwood Irwin of H. Hogan Morton and Phillips 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs Barclay Bridges Erwin of G. Hill 
M'Vay Smith and Vining. 

Mr Coopwood moved to lay the bill on the table until Monday, which 
was lost. The bill then passed the Senate. 

Mr Erwin of G. from the select committee to whom was referred so 
much of the message of his Excellency the Governor as relates to the pro¬ 
tective policy and the doctrine of nullification, reported the following pre¬ 
amble and resolutions, viz: 



The special committee to whom was referred so much of the message of his Excellency the 
Governor, as relates to the protective system and nullification , have had the same under consid¬ 
eration and ask leave to report for adotion the joint resolutions herewith submitted: It would be 
unnecessary for your committee to enter into a detailed, minute and labored argument of the 
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subject submitted to their consideration, or an exposition of the train of reasoning by which they 
arrived at the conclusions and opinions which their resolutions contain. No questions eery sub¬ 
mitted to the American people, have been more fully and ably discussed, than those of the right 
of the General Government to protect domestic manufactures, by the imposition of duties upon 
foreign importation, and the right of a State, by the interposition of its sovereign authority, to ar¬ 
rest within its limits, the execution of an act of Congress, which it may deem unconstitutional- 
Your committee could not hope, with all the anxious attention and reflection they have exercised, 
to add much fo the light that has already been shed upon these vitally important and distracting 
topics. It has become a common remark, that 'the argument is exhausted.' In this state, in re¬ 
lation to the tariff, the remark may be regarded as possessed of much truth- nearly all look upon 
it as an evil of greater of less magnitude; and so fixed and general is this opinion among the peo¬ 
ple, that few indeed are found willing to say anything in favor of the policy of protection, and in 
the councils of the State, concentrating and reflecting the opinions and wishes of the people, it 
has not a single advocate. Many regard it as a palpable and dangerous violation of the constitu¬ 
tion, a much larger number as contrary to its true spirit and meaning, though apparently sanc¬ 
tioned by its letter, and a gross abuse of power, and nearly all took upon it as unwise, unjust, and 
highly inexpedient. Even the few who concede its constitutionality, and who doubt whether it 
inflicts any serious injury upon the prosperity of the country, by an imposition of oppressive and 
unequal taxes, seeing the violent opposition which exists against it, witnessing every day the 
discontent and distraction of which it has been the fruitful source, and the distrust which it has 
infused in regard to the justice and excellency of our present Government, do not regard t as an 
evil much less to be depreciated, than the majority of their fellow citizens, and are willing to unite 
with them in the exercise of all peaceable means, to procure its modification on principles, that 
they would regard as equal, just and constitutional; as necessary to the happiness of society, and 
the harmony, if not the safety and duration of our present free institutions. It is not believed that 
the evils on this system are confined to the South alone, but are co-extensive with the consumption 
of the articles protected, among which are many of the most common necessaries of life. I n the 
sections of the country which favor the policy, the people feel some mitigation of its evils in the 
creation of domestic and convenient markets, and in the creation of a greater diversity of the pur¬ 
suits of labor and industry. I n the anti-tariff states it is essentially otherwise; so far as it ope¬ 
rates as an evil, it is absolute and positive, bringing with it no benefit or amelioration whatever. 

The modified tariff of 1832, our committee believe should be regarded in a much more favora¬ 
ble light than the tariffs of '24 and '23, which preceded it; and they feel confident that in this 
view they are sustained by a large majority of the people of this state. But in making this ad¬ 
mission, your committee conceive it indispensable to add, that the people of Alabama are unwilling 
to receive this act as a compromise or final settlement of the question of protection. The net is 
regarded but as the commencement of a more wise and auspicious policy, as an evidence of a re¬ 
turning sense of justice, and a disposition so bring back the government to the true principles of 
the Constitution, by which taxation shall be made to operate equally and justly; and a strict econ¬ 
omy be observed in its disbursement. Your committee are the more inclined to sanction these 
views and expectations from the firm, enlightened and patriotic stand, which has been taken by 
the President of the United States in behalf of southern rights and interests. Your committee 
feel assured that the powerful popularity and energy of the President, sanctioned and sustained 
by his administration, will effectually be exerted in their behalf. Aided by this auxiliary, and 
when the light of truth is dispelling the obscurity and illusion in which the subject has been hith¬ 
erto enveloped and obscured, the present is certainly not the time for despair, or for the adop¬ 
tion of rush, dangerous or unconstitutional measures. 

Among the many remedies proposed for the fils of protection, that which has excited most 
attention, from its novelty, from its danger, and from the eminent talents that have been exerted 
in its favor, is Nullification. Your committee believe, that but for the deep and restless discon¬ 
tent which prevails among the people of a sister state, fanned and increased by the most inflama- 
tory and violent appeals to their passions and prejudices, that a remedy so unsound and danger¬ 
ous would never have been thought of. Your committee regard such a right on the part of a 
State, so long as it remains in the Union, as wholly unfounded and untenable in theory, as op- 



posed to the fundamental principles of the Constitution, and the whole scheme and policy of 
American Government. This doctrine is received with qualifications even in relation to inde¬ 
pendent governments, between whom the usual treaty relations only subsist. One of the very 
first and most powerful reasons which lead the formation and adoption of the present Constitu¬ 
tion, and the abandonment of the Articles of Confederation, was the negative which the States had 
a right to exercise under the confederacy, it would then be strange and unaccountable indeed, had 
the great evil designed to be provided against, been adopted and continued by the enlightened 
statesmen who formed the Constitution. Had this been done they would have failed to perform 
the first of duties, and their labors would have proved useless and unnecessary. Your committee 
believe, that had this principle been recognized as correct, at the time when the constitution was 
formed and sanctioned by the States, the Government formed by it would not have lasted five 
years, nor would it have been worth preserving. Your committee might here pause, but when 
they bear in mind the discord and distraction of which this doctrine has been productive, that by 
in the peace of society, the harmony of families, have been violently and ruinously invaded; that 
by it the blessings of liberty have been endangered and embittered, and that it will inevitably re¬ 
sult, in persevered in, in a dissolution of the Union, accompanied, in all human probability, by vio¬ 
lent and disastrous civil convulsions, your committee cannot hesitate to pronounce it an evil as 
deeply to be depreciated, as the protective policy itself. One of the worst consequences, which a 
discussion of this doctrine has already produced, is the division which it has produced among the 
anti tariff States. Until this remedy was brought before the public, the people of the South 
were united, and but for it, they would have continued so. All must be aware of the benefit of 
united councils and exertions; and at this important and momentous crisis in our country, there 
should be no division among those who are seeking for a redress of grievances and a restoration 
of their rights. Your committee conceive, that the right if a State, under the constitution, can 
deserve but slight consideration, when that right is asserted but one, and not acknowledged by 
any other State in the Union. If the right of Nullification were among these reserved to the 
States, certainly more than one could be found to favor it. 
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I n conclusion, your committee would beg leave to add, that in the preparation of their resolu¬ 
tions, they have felt duly sensible of the precept which recommends a frequent recurrence to fun¬ 
damental principles; and that they believe that the principles and opinions therein contained, are 
those now solemnly entertained by Alabama; and by which her councils should be guided, and 
her citizens governed; and that they are such as will be generally sanctioned and approved of by 
them. 

J 01 NT RESOLUTIONS upon the subject of the Protective Policy and Nullification. 

Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the state of Alabama, in General Assem¬ 
bly convened, That the Government of the United States was formed by the people of the several 
States which compose it, as states in their highest sovereign capacity, and not by the States as in¬ 
dependent sovereignties or bodies politic, nor by the people of all the States as one entire and 
aggregate whole; that it is neither a federal nor a national government, but a compound and 
mixture of both; that being derived from the same source which formed the State constitutions, 
it has within each State, within the powers given to it, the same authority as the constitution of 
the State. 

Resolved, That the Government of the United States is a Government of delegated, limited and 

defined powers, that it has no inherent powers whatever, nor any right to appropriate to itself 
any power by implication or construction, nor to exercise any other power than those expressly 
delegated, or such as are "necessary and proper to carry them into effect.” That the power to 
protect manufactures is not expressly delegated in the constitution, nor is the exercise of that 
power necessary or proper to carry into effect any other power therein expressly granted; that 
to sustain or exercise that power under the authority given to Congress, to lay and collect duties, 
impost and exercises, is a gross perversion and abuse of that authority, inasmuch as the purposes 
for which it was given, and for which it can alone be legitimately exercises; and clearly qualified 
and confined to the raising of money, by all or either of the means mentioned, to be laid out and 
expended in paying the debts, or upon such objects, within the limits of the constitution, as are 
necessary and proper for the common defence and general welfare of the United States. 

Resolved, That the several tariff acts of 1816, 1824 and 1828, so far as they were designed and 
intended to protect manufactures, independent of the raising a revenue for the necessary and 
legitimate purposes of Government, and independent of the bona fide regulation of commerce, are 
contrary to the spirit, true intent and meaning of the constitution of the United States; that they 
are unwise and impolitic in their provisions, and in their operation, unequal and unjust, is as 
much as they take from one class of the community, the rightful profits of their labor and indus¬ 
try, and give them to another without any fair equivalent. 

Resolved, That we regard the tariff of 1832, as a substantial and beneficial modification of the 
system of protection, and as an evidence of a returning sense of justice, patriotism and good faith 
on the part of the majority in Congress; but in as much as it is obnoxious, though in a much less 
degree to the same objections which exist, to those which preceded it; more especially the tariffs 
of 1824 and '28; the State of Alabama cannot and does not consent to receive it as a compromise 
or final settlement of the question of protection. This State will not be satisfied until the reven¬ 
ue shall be reduced to the necessary and constitutional expenses of the Government; and when 
it shall be so laid and collected as to operate equally and justly upon the different classes, interests 
and sections of the community. And in order to secure as far as in our power, this most desira¬ 
ble object, our Senators in Congress are hereby instructed, and our Representatives requested to 
continue their best exertions for that purpose; that they inform the Houses to which they re¬ 
spectively belong, in terms respectful, bur firm and decided, of the deep and growing dissatisfac¬ 
tion which prevails in this State, against the protective policy, which the people regard as es¬ 
sentially unjust and unequal; and that the principles and opinions herein contained and set forth 
are those solemnly entertained by them in relation to this policy, and by which alone they will 
finally be willing to be governed. 

Resolved, That it be seriously and earnestly recommended to the good people o this State, to 
use at present, only such means to procure a just, equal and satisfactory modification of the tariff 
as are usual and as are clearly peaceable and constitutional; and to abstain from al schemes by 



whatever specious exterior they may be recommended, and by whatever high names they may be 
sanctioned and advocated, the inevitable tendency of which would be to destroy the repose and 
harmony of society, to introduce a spirit of anarchy, discord and proscription, and finally to dis¬ 
solved the Union. That they be persuaded to believe, that justice thought long delayed, will yet 
be accorded to them and the proud spectacle exhibited to the world of a Government formed by 
the will, and conducted by the immediate agents of the people, adequate to all occasions and affor¬ 
ding the highest civil and political blessings. 

Resolved, That the doctrine of Nullification, or the right of a State to declare an act of Congress 
void and inoperative within its limits, and to enforce that declaration, is an unconstitutional and 
dangerous political heresy, false and delusive in theory, and in practice inevitably calculated to 
produce anarchy and civil war; to endanger the blessings of liberty, and to destroy the Union.- 
That its attempted exercise in a sister State, in depriving a large and respectable portion of the 
people of their civil and political rights and privileges, exhibits some of the most odious features of 
despotism, utterly at war with the fundamental principles of American liberty. 

Resolved, That this General Assembly and the people whom they have the high honor of re¬ 
presenting, cherish a strong attachment to the Union; that its preservation according to the 
spirit, true intent and meaning of the Constitutional Compact, is essentially necessary to the 
peace, liberty and happiness of the good people of the United States; and that its destruction 
would be regarded as a most calamitous political evil, to be deplored and deprecated by every 
friend of freedom, of whatever country 

Resolved, That when the Government of the United States, shall be a palpable and dangerous 
abuse and violation of its powers, and by along and deliberate course of policy, unjust, unequal 
and oppressive, become subversive of the purposes it was formed to accomplish, it is the natural 
and inalienable right of the people; a right which no power can take away or destroy, to over¬ 
turn and abandon the Government- that this right, is the right of revolution, and to be exercised 
under all the high and solemn responsibilities which belong to it, and with a due regard to the 
proble consequences that will flow from it. But this General Assembly doth as explicitly declare 
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that the blessings and benefits of the General Government, are greatly paramount to its evils, 
and that any attempt at this time ,to interrupt its harmony or integrity, or overture of destroy it, 
by whatever name called- Nullification, Secession, forcible resistance or revolution, would shew a 
rash and entire disregard of the best and dearest interests of mankind, totally unbecoming a free 
and enlightened people; that if the time shall ever arrive, which this General Assembly fevemntly 
trusts may never; when the Government of the United States shall degenerate into an intolera¬ 
ble and insupportable tyranny, ti will be for an oppressed and injured people to determine what 
remedy shall be applied; but the most patriotic forbearance should be exercised, and every pa¬ 
cific and constitutional measure be tried in vial, before resorting to violence and revolution- the 
last, deperate remedy, for evils that admit of no other cure. 

And, whereas, great and irreconcilable differences of opinion exist among the states and the 
people, in relation to the powers of the General Government to protect manufactures, to make 
internal improvements, and to establish a national bank. And whereas, the uncertainly, excite¬ 
ment and dissatisfaction which prevail on these subjects, should finally, clearly and satisfacto¬ 
rily settled. And whereas, the mode provided for and pointed out by the constitution, is the only 
one by which an object so important to the Stability of the Government, and the peace, harmony 
and welfare of society, can, in the opinion o this General Assembly, be fully attained. 

Be it therefore further resolved, That Congress be requested to all a Convention for the pur¬ 
pose of proposing amendments to the Constitution, upon the subject herein mentioned, and such 
others as may be deemed expedient and necessary, and that it be earnestly recommended to our 
sister States, to unite with this State in making application to Congress for that purpose. 

Resolved, That the Governor be requested to transmit copies of the foregoing resolutions, to 
each of our Senators and Representatives in Congress; and to the Governor of each of the States 
of the Union, with request that they may be laid before the Legislatures thereof. 

Which was read the first time. On motion of mr Coopwood the constitu¬ 
tional rule was suspended, and read a second time forthwith; and on mo¬ 
tion of mr Hogan were laid upon the table; one hundred copies thereof 
ordered to be printed, and made the special order of the day for Thursday 
next. 

Mr Abercrombie offered a communication and resolutions from a meeting 
of the friends of free trade and state rights of the county of Montgomery, 
in favor of the doctrine of nullification as adopted by the State of South- 
Carolina, which are as follows, viz: 

RESOLUTIONS adopted by a large meeting of the citizens of the county of Montgomery, at the 

town of Montgomery, on the 18th of December, 1832; and transmitted to their Senator and 

Representatives, to be laid before both Houses of the General Assembly: 

Resolved, That the tariff acts passed by Congress at various times for the protection of do¬ 
mestic manufactures, are palpable violations of the Constitution of the United States, and alike 
subversive of the rights of the States and the interests of the people of the South. 

Resolved, That when Congress transcends the limits imposed upon its action by the Constitu¬ 
tion, and usurps power not granted by that instrument, a nullification of its acts is the rightful 
remedy. 

Resolved, That we cordially approve of the course of South Carolina, in rendering null and 
void within her limits, the several acts of Congress for the protection of domestic manufactures. 

Resolved, that our interests are identified with her interests, and her cause is our cause. She 
has our most heartfelt sympathies in her present struggle for the rights and liberties other 
people. 

Resolved, That although we are still firmly convinced of the peaceful and efficient character of 
the remedy of Nullification; yet if the Federal Government, disregarding the sovereign charac¬ 
ter of the States of the confederacy, should trample down the barriers of the Constitution by at¬ 
tempting to coerce the State of South Carolina by military force, we cannot consistently without 
sacred duty to ourselves and to the cause of liberty, remain silent spectators of such a scene. 

Resolved, That if contrary to our fondest hopes and most sanguine expectations, the General 
Government should recklessly invade South Carolina to exact obedient to its unconstitutional 
enactments, we are ready with our lives and our fortunes to aid in repelling the invasion. 



Resolved, That we approve of that portion of the President's message recommending the re¬ 
duction of the revenue to the wants of the Government, and that we regard it as another triumph 
of the principles of free trade. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be forwarded to our immediate Representatives in the Legis¬ 
lature, and that they are hereby requested to lay them before that body. 

On motion, it was further Resolved, That the proceedings of this meeting be published in the 
Free Trade papers of this State. 

It was also Resolved, that a copy of the proceedings of the meeting be forwarded to the Gover¬ 
nor of South Carolina. ALFRED V. SCOTT, Chairman.

Message from the Flouse of Representatives by mr Norwood, mr Pres¬ 
ident: The House of Representatives have passed a bill of the following 
title: an act to require a re-division of the wards in the city of Mobile, and 
to regulate the discharge of ballast, in which they ask the concurrence of 
the Senate.

A message was received from his Excellency the Governor, by James 
I. Thornton, Esq. which is as follows: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, Tuscaloosa, Dec. 31st, 1832. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

I n compliance with a request of his Excellency, the Governor of the State of South Carolina, 

I lay before the general assembly, a pamphlet containing a copy of the Ordinance adopted by a 
convention of that State, "to nullify certain acts of the Congress of the United States, laying 
duties and imposts on the importation of foreign commodities;” also, an address to the people of 
South Carolina, and to the people of the United States. 

These documents apprise us that one of the States of the Union is actually engaged in the at¬ 
tempt to enforce the right, which her statesmen have claimed, as belonging to a single member 
of the national republic, to prevent within her limits, the operation of any act of Congress which 
she may deem unconstitutional. The Ordinance has put an end to all conjecture, as to the true 
meaning of the doctrine of nullification, and discloses the means necessary to enforce it. It has 
been transmitted to this department by order of the convention, expressly with the view of sub¬ 
mitting it to the legislature, and of obtaining an expression of their opinion on the subjects it em¬ 
braces. It becomes us, therefore, to examine it with attention, and to speak of it with the free¬ 
dom demanded by the crisis. The addresses with accompany it, are written with great abili¬ 
ty; containing impassioned and eloquent appeals to the feelings and prejudices of the people.- 
The third and fourth sections of the Ordinance are especially worthy of attention. The first of 



these prohibits the constitutional right of appeal to the supreme court of the United States, and 
declares "that any person or persons attempting to take such appeal, shall be dealt with as for a 
contempt of court;" and the other declares, "that all persons now holding any office of honor, 
profit or trust, civil or military, shall take an oath to obey, execute and enforce this Ordinance, 
and such acts of the legislature as may be passed in pursuance thereof; and on the neglect or 
omission of any such person or persons so to do, his or their office or offices, shall be forthwith va¬ 
cated, and shall be filled up as if such person or persons were dead or had resigned, and o per 
son hereafter elected to any office of profit or trust, civil or military, shall enter on the execu¬ 
tion of his office, or be in any respect competent to discharge the duties thereof until he shall 
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in like manner, have take a similar oath; and no juror shall be empanelled in any of the courts 
of this State, in any cause in which shall be in question the Ordinance, or to any act of the legisla¬ 
ture passed in pursuance thereof, unless he shall first, in additional to the usual oath, have taken an 
oath that he will well an truly obey, execute and enforce this Ordinance, and such act or acts of 
the legislature, as may be passed to carry the same into operation and effect," &c. 

A mode of trial is here prescribed which effectually destroys te great and inestimable prin¬ 
ciples which have consecrated the name of jury through all the ages of English and American 
liberty. 

All persons who may be tried under this Ordinance, must necessarily rest their defence on the 
unconstitutionality of the Ordinance itself, and there cannot be a mockery more ineffably cruel, 
than to require the judges and juries before whom they are arraigned, to take an oath before¬ 
hand to decide this question against them: in fact they are not permitted to enter on their trial 
till their conviction is secured by the oath of the court and the jury. But condemned as all in¬ 
evitably must be, who are tried before a tribunal thus organised, their situation would not be 
hopeless, if the Ordinance had not proceeded to punish as for a contempt of court, any attempt 
to exercise the unquestionable constitutional right of appeal. I appeal with entire confidence 
to my fellow citizens to say, whether this is the kind of jury trial or the description of court 
which they have been accustomed to revere at the great safeguard of their liberties; as that im¬ 
penetrable barrier which for ages has withstood the assaults of the enemies of the rights of man, 
and admonished the tyrant that thus far shall thou go and no further. I put it to them to say 
whether this Ordinance does not convert the trial by jury, as established by their ancestors and 
understood by themselves into an engine of revolting and ruthless despotism. 

Considerations of respect and the obvious impropriety of interfering withe the concerns of on 
of the sovereign States of the Union, would constrain me to refrain from noticing the consequen¬ 
ces which will flow from this act to her own citizens, if it had not been deliberately submitted to 
this State for its approval. If adopted by us, its effects will be the same here as they have been 
and will be there; and I should be culpably negligent of the high trusts committed to my charge, 
if I were not to warn our people of the dangers of this experiment, and of the certain and inev¬ 
itable misfortunes in which it will involve that hitherto distinguished and patriotic member of 
this confederacy. The Union part of South Carolina does not fall short of 20,000 citizens, all of 
whom are under sentence of disfranchisement, unless they will renounce their political faith, 
founded as they conscientiously believe it to be in the constitution, and confirmed by the testi¬ 
mony of almost every statesman who lived in the days of the revolution. I n this number are to 
be found many f the patriots of 76, and long list of statesmen, whose lives have been spent in 
the service of their country, whose deeds have shed a lustre upon the anuals of their native 
Stat, and who would confer distinction on any age or nation. All these, without distinction, are 
rendered ineligible to any office whatever, and made incapable of serving on juries. If I am not 
utterly mistaken in the spirit which animates the whole body of our people; in that abiding sense 
of justice and equal rights derived from the precepts and the example of their ancestors, and 
inculcated by the principles of our free institutions, this ordinance will receive no favor at their 
hands. Unjust and unequal as the tariff confessedly is, I am persuaded there is no party among 
us that would attempt its modification or repeal by degrading almost an equal number of their 
opponents to a condition little better than that of convicted felons, and by hunting them down 
with a persecution that belonged to the days of religious intolerance. This ordinance, I know, is 
defended on the ground, that it is the act of the majority of the people; and like all our constitu¬ 
tions, requires an oath to be taken for its support, before a citizens is permitted to enter on the 
duties of any office to which he may be appointed. But when before in our country, has the spec¬ 
tacle been exhibited of a bare majority of a community, establishing an ordinance which pro¬ 
scribes the minority; takes from them their most valuable civil privileges; destroys all judicial 
independence, and degrades the trial by jury into a more inquisitorial machine? Who among us 
will consent to destroy the rights of conscience and the freedom of opinion, as this ordinance does, 
to free ourselves from the payment of such pecuniary burthens as are imposed by the tariff? 

South Carolina has planted herself on her "State sovereignty." I conjure the freemen of Ala¬ 
bama to plan themselves on this glorious Union. On its preservation depends their liberties. 

Destroy it, and we afford at once a triumph to the enemies of freedom, who have always contend- 



ed that mankind are incapable of self-government. 

I lay before the General Assembly a Proclamation issued by the President of the United 
States. This document breathes a spirit of patriotism, an ardent attachment to the cause of 
civil liberty and a devotion to our free institutions, which will insure it an insertion in those pages 
of our history which record the Declaration of I ndependence and the farewell address of the 
father of his country. His views of the doctrine of nullification are profound, striking and con¬ 
clusive. They are in strict accordance with those which were entertained by the illustrious sages 
who framed the Constitution, and demonstrate with uncommon ability that this theory is contra¬ 
ry to that instrument and subversive of the government. I n times like the present when the 
public mind is heated and distracted by the discussion f great political questions, when a crisis 
is approaching which involves the destruction of republican government, it is proper that the peo¬ 
ple should attend to the counsels of one who can have no motive to deceive them, and who has 
won their confidence by a long course of faithful public services. No man living has contributed 
as much as Andrew J ackson to elevate the character of our common county, and no man has 
evinced a stronger attachment to the principles of free government. The highest office in the 
gift of the American people has been conferred on him, and it is the last he ever will receive. He 
has no ambition to gratify and no object to attain distinct from the honor and prosperity of his 
country. 

This venerable and illustrious citizens advises and adjures us as we honor and revere the mem¬ 
ory of our ancestors; as we love the cause of freedom to which they dedicated their lives, as we 
prize the peace of our country and the lives of its best citizens, not to destroy the fair frame and 
glory of the American Republic, not to extinguish the last hopes of the friends of liberty through- 
our the world, by plunging into all the horrors of disunion and civil war. And under the influ¬ 
ence of that high and exalted patriotism, which has enabled him so often to lead our armies to 
victory, he beseeches us never to take the field unless the star-spangled banner floats over us. 

I request that the pamphlet may be sent to the Senate when the House of Representatives shall 
have disposed of it. J OHN GAYLE. 
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Mr Walthall moved that the message and accompanying documents be 
laid on the table, which was carried. 

Mr Morton moved to re-consider the vote taken on yesterday, postpon¬ 
ing the bill for the removal of the branch bank at Decatur, to the first Mon¬ 
day in J une, which was re-considered.

Mr Morton moved to lay the bill on the table, mr Abercrombie mov¬ 
ed to lay the bill on the table to the first of March next, which was lost. 

Yeas 10 — nays 12. 

The yeas and nays being desired those who voted in the affirmative, are Messrs 
President Abercrombie Anderson Ash Chapman Coopwood Dupuy I rwin of H. Phil¬ 
lips and Walthall. 

Those who voted in the negative, are Messrs Barclay Bridges Edmondson Erwin 
of G. Hemphill Hill Hogan M'Vay Morton Pickett Smith and Vining. 

The question then recurred on mr Morton's motion, and the bill was laid 
on the table. Yeas 15 — nays 7.

Message from the House of Representatives by mr Norwood, mr Pre¬ 
sident: The House of Representatives insist on their amendment to the 
bill from the Senate entitled an act to amend in part and revise an act to 
allow trustees of the State University pay for their services, passed, De¬ 
cember 26th, 1822. They have read three several times and passed bills 
of the following titles: an act to adopt, print, bind and distribute the new 
digest, compiled by J ohn G. Aikin, and for other purposes: an act for the 
organization of certain counties therein named; joint memorial of the Se¬ 
nate and House of Representatives, praying a reduction of the price of pub¬ 
lic lands; an act authorising Thomas Brown to enter a certain tract of land 
therein named; an act to divide the first regiment of Alabama militia; an act 
to divorce certain persons therein named; an act authorising certain persons 
therein named to clear out and turnpike a road leading from the Wetump- 
ka falls to Syllacogga ; an act to provide for the examination of the bank of 
the State of Alabama and its several branches; in all of which they ask the 
concurrence of your honorable body. 

Mr Bridges moved that the Senate recede from their disagreement to 
the amendments made by the House of Representatives to the bill entitled 
an act to revive in part and amend an act allowing pay to the trustees of the 
State University, which was carried, and the Senate receded. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to provide for the examination of the bank 
of the State of Alabama and its several branches, was read, the rule suspen- 
ed read a second time and referred to a select committee consisting of 
messrs Smith, Hogan and Chapman. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act for the organization of certain counties 
therein named, was read, the constitutional rule suspended and read a se¬ 
cond time, and on motion of mr Walthall, referred to the judiciary com¬ 
mittee. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to adopt, print, bind and distribute the new 
digest, compiled by John G. Aikin, Esq. and for other purposes, was read, 



and suspended, read a second time and referred to the judiciary committee. 
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Engrossed bill entitled an act to divorce certain persons therein named, 
was read and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Engrossed joint memorial to the Congress of the United States of Ameri¬ 
ca, praying a reduction in the price of public lands, was read, the rule sus¬ 
pended, read a second time and on motion of mr Walthall, referred to a 
select committee consisting of messrs Walthall, Erwin of G. and Vining. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act authorising Thomas Brown to enter a cer¬ 
tain tract of land therein named, was read, and the rule suspended read a 
second time forthwith and referred to a select committee consisting of 
messrs Smith, Coopwood and M'Vay. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act authorising certain persons therein named 
to clear out and turnpike a road from the Wetumpka falls to Syllacogga, 
was read, the rule suspended read a second time and referred to a special 
committee consisting of messrs Hill, Abercrombie and Pickett. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to divide the first regiment of Alabama mi¬ 
litia, was read and ordered to a second reading on to morrow. 

Mr Anderson from the judiciary committee to whom was referred joint 
resolutions in relation to the boundary line between this State and the State 
of Georgia, reported the same with a substitute, mr Smith moved to refer 
the resolutions with the amendment to a select committee, which was lost. 

Yeas 9 — nays 10. 

The yeas and nays being desired those who voted in the affirmative, are Messrs 
Ash Barclay Dupuy Edmondson Hill M'Vay Phillips Smith and Vining. 

Those who voted in the negative, are messrs President Abercrombie Anderson 
Bridges Chapman Erwin of G. Hemphill Irwin of H. Pickett and Walthall. 

Mr Abercrombie moved that the resolution and amendment lie on the 
table to Friday next, which was carried. 

Mr Edmondson from the committee on enrolled bills, reported the follow¬ 
ing bills as correctly enrolled: an act to providing for the completion of the 
State Capitol and for other purposes; an act to establish and incorporate the 
town of North Tuscaloosa, in the county of Tuscaloosa; an act to incorpo¬ 
rate the merchants insurance company, in the city of Mobile; an act to pro¬ 
vide for printing an additional number of the acts and journals for the use 
of certain counties therein named; an act specifying the distance of resi¬ 
dence from the seat of justice that the judges of the county courts may reside in 
certain counties therein named. 

Mr Barclay called from the table the bill entitled an act to legitimate and 
change the names of certain persons therein named, which was ordered to 
be read a second time on to-morrow. 

Mr Irwin of H. from the select committee, to whom was referred the 
engrossed bill entitled an act to provide for the election of officers in the 
county of Pike, reported the same with sundry amendments; in the fifth 
line strike out the word "four" and insert "two;" in the seventh line strike 
out the words "tax collector;'' in the second section strike out the words 
"twenty-five” and insert "fifteen,” which were concurred in, and the bill 
ordered to a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Anderson moved to re-consider the vote taken this day, on ordering 
to a second reading on to-morrow the bill providing for the compensation 
of Solicitors, which was reconsidered, mr Anderson moved that the bill 
be read a second time forthwith, which was lost. The bill was then order¬ 
ed to a second reading on to-morrow. 

And then the Senate adjourned to 10 o'clock to morrow morning. 

Wednesday, J anuary 2d, 1833. — The Senate met pursuant to adjourn¬ 
ment. 

Mr Morton from the committee on roads, bridges and ferries to whom 
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was referred the engrossed bill entitled an act to repeal the several acts con¬ 
cerning roads, highways, bridges and ferries in the county of Mobile, re¬ 
ported the same without amendment, which was read a third time and pass¬ 
ed the Senate. 

Mr Anderson from the judiciary committee, to whom was referred the 
engrossed bill entitled an act concerning the return of executors, reported 
the same with the following amendment, strike out the words "postage 
paid,” where they occur in the first section of the bill, which was concur¬ 
red in, and on motion of mr Erwin of G., the bill was laid on the table. 

Mr Hogan from the select committee, to whom was referred the bill en¬ 
titled an act to re-divide the wards of the city of Mobile and regulate the 
discharge of ballast, reported the same without amendment, and the bill was 
read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Mr Morton from the select committee, to whom was referred the en¬ 
grossed bill entitled an act to authorise the judge of the county court of 
Franklin county and commissioners of revenue and roads to levy a special 
tax for the purposes therein named, reported the same without amendment 
and moved to lay the bill on the table, which was carried. 

Mr Hill from the select committee, to whom was referred the engrossed 
bill entitled an act authorising certain persons therein named to clear out 
and turnpike a road from the Wetumpka falls to Syllacogga, reported the 
same without amendment, which was read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Mr Hogan from the select committee, to whom was referred the petition 
of Richard I nge, reported a bill to be entitled an act for the benefit of Rich¬ 
ard I nge, executor of J ohn J. I nge, deceased, which was read, the rule 
suspended, read a second time and ordered to a third reading on to¬ 
morrow. 

Mr M'Vay from the select committee, to whom was referred the peti¬ 
tion of sundry citizens of Lauderdale county, and the petition of Peter 
Armstead, reported a bill to be entitled an act to authorise the emancipa¬ 
tion of certain slaves therein named, which was read and ordered to a se¬ 
cond reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Vining introduced a bill entitled an act making appropriation for the 
payment of the members and officers of the present General Assembly, 
which was read, the constitutional rule suspended and read a second and 
third time forthwith and passed the Senate. 

Mr Hogan from the select committee to whom was referred a bill for the 
relief of Benjamin Hudson and William Alsobrooks, reported that it was in¬ 
expedient to pass the bill, for the following reasons: 1st, an act passed J an- 
uary 14th, 1830, for the relief of these individuals, allowing them five years 
to pay the debt due the State in annual installments, on condition that the 
parties enter into bond and good security, to be approved of by the circuit 
judge of Franklin county. 2nd, There appears to be no evidence that the 
parties availed themselves of the benefit of the said act, but it now appears 
that in consequence of not entering into bond, suits have been instituted and 
judgments obtained against said parties. The bill under consideration au¬ 
thorises the party to give bond in the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, and 
extend the time one year more, although the debt is $1786 32, with interest 
from second Monday in December, 1828, which debt and interest now a- 
mounts to $2357 84, besides costs of suits, and there is no evidence before 
the committee why the State should lose or give away to said parties the 
sum of $857, besides costs of court, which would be the consequence of the 
passage of this bill. See the letter of the Comptroller, accompanying which 
is requested to be made a part of this report:

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Comptroller's Office, Tuscaloosa, Dec. 1832. 

Sir: Your note making certain inquiries of me as Comptroller of Public 
Accounts, was just handed me, and in reply, I say that Elijah Smith, asses¬ 
sor and tax collector in Franklin county, for the year 1828, became a de¬ 
faulter to the State on the second Monday in December of that year, for 
the sum of $1786 32, after deducting a payment of $743, and for commis¬ 
sions for assesing and collecting the amount specified. No evidence of an 
allowance for insolvencies and improper assessments or either, appears on 
file in this office, as the original bond of office made by mr Smith, does not 
seem to be in this office, it is to be presumed that it was delivered up when 
the second was given, and therefore I cannot name the original securities. 
The amount now due is the said sum of $1786 32, with interest thereon as 
stated in my annual report, from the rendition of judgment, which occur¬ 
red, I think, about the 15th of April, of the present year.

and mulatto children, and an act to authorise the executors of Guilford Cade 
to prove the last will of the deceased in the circuit court. I n all of which 
they ask the concurrence of the Senate. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to provide for the settlement of the estates 
of deceased persons in certain cases therein named, was read, the constitu¬ 
tional rule suspended, read a second time and ordered to a third reading on 
to-morrow. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to change the time of holding the county 
court of Morgan and Tuscaloosa counties, was read, the constitutional rule 
suspended, read a second and third time forthwith and laid on the table un¬ 
til to-morrow. 
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Engrossed bill entitled an act concerning free negro and mulatto chil¬ 
dren, was read, the rule suspended and ordered to a second reading on to¬ 
morrow. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to incorporate the Pendleton academy in 
the town of Coffeeville, Clarke county, was read; the rule suspended, read 
a second time, referred to a select committee consisting of messrs Smith, 

Bridges and Hemphill. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to authorise the executors of Guilford Cade 
to prove the last will of the deceased in the circuit court, was read and or¬ 
dered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to authorise William Bonner, administra¬ 
tor of James Bonner, senior, deceased, to make title to real estate, was read 
a third time and passed the Senate. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to establish an academy at Blountsville, 
was read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to annex a part of the county of Monroe 
to the county of Butler, was read a third time and passed the Senate by 
a constitutional majority. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act to legalise and confirm the name of J ames 
W. Clements, was read a second time and ordered to a third reading on to¬ 
morrow. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act confering certain powers on the mayor, in- 
tendant and constable of the town of Bellefonte, in the county of J ackson, 
was read a second time and referred to a special committee consisting of 
messrs Barclay, Vining and M'Vay. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act for the relief of Terry Riddle, was read a 
second time and ordered to a third reading on tomorrow. 

Engrossed bill entitled an act for the relief of William Moore, was read a 
second time, the constitutional rule suspended, read a third time and pass¬ 
ed the Senate.

Mr Anderson introduced a bill to be entitled an act to authorise the lay¬ 
ing of an additional county tax for the county of Pickens, which was read 
and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

A message from the House of Representatives by mr Norwood, mr 
President: The House of Representatives have passed a bill from the Senate 
entitled an act making appropriation for the payment of the officers and 
members of the General Assembly. 

Mr Vining from the committee on enrolled bills, reported the following 
bills as correctly enrolled: an act declaratory of the charter of incorpora¬ 
tion of the town of Claiborne, in the county of Monroe; an act more particu- 
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lary to define the duties of the Secretary of State, in relation to the arrange¬ 
ment and printing of the acts of each session of the General Assembly; an 
act to locate permanently the seat of J ustice in Covington county, and for 
other purposes; an act making appropriations for the payment of the officers 
and members of the General Assembly. 

And then the Senate adjourned until to-morrow morning 10 o'clock. 

Thursday, J anuary 3, 1833. — The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

A message from the House of Representatives by mr Norwood, mr 
President: The House of Representatives have rejected a bill from the Se¬ 
nate entitled an act to provide for electing justices of the peace and consta¬ 
bles. They have read three several times and passed bills of the following 
titles, which originated in the Senate; an act to repeal in part an act therein 
named; an act to amend an act to incorporate and empower religious socie¬ 
ties of every denomination to hold real estate; an act to simplify scire facias 
in criminal cases, and for other purposes, and have amended the same as 
shewn in the bill, in which they ask the concurrence of the Senate. They 
have read three several times and passed bills of the following titles: an act 
to prevent attornies from receiving tax fees in certain cases; an act provid¬ 
ing for the maintenance and education of certain persons therein named; an 
act to regulate appeals taken from a justice of the peace to the circuit or 
county courts; an act better to regulate escheats; an act for the relief of 
Samuel G. Cloud; an act for the reduction of the taxes, and a joint memori¬ 
al to the Congress of the United States. I n all of which the concurrence of 
the Senate is asked. 

The engrossed bill to simplify scire facias in criminal cases, with the a- 
mendment of the House, was taken up, and on motion of mr Erwin of G., 
was referred to the committee on the judiciary.

Executive Department, Tuscaloosa, January3, 1833. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama: I lay before the General 
Assembly a copy of a letter from George N. Stewart, Esq. who holds the appointment of Repor¬ 
ter for the Supreme Court. From this communication it is apparent that the work which Mr 
Stewart has prosecuted with so much ability for the last two years, will have to be abandoned un¬ 
less his compensation be increased or the mode of publishing the decisions of the Supreme Court 
be changed. He has submitted to me a detailed, though informal statement of the expenses he 
has necessarily to incur; and I am satisfied that they very nearly equal the compensation allowed 
him by the existing laws. He will be prepared to submit the same statement to any committee 
that may be appointed to examine the subject. I would respectfully suggest for your considera¬ 
tion, whether it would not be expedient to leave the whole subject to the Supreme Court, as well 
the manner in which the work should be executed as the amount of compensation. From their 
situation it is more likely that they would be better able to determine as the proper sum, than 
those who cannot have the same intimate knowledge of the duties of the Reporter, or the amount 
of labor he has to perform.

Mr Irwin of H. moved to take up a bill entitled an act for the election of 
officers in the county of Pike, which was carried, the bill read a third time 
and passed the Senate. 

Mr Phillips moved to take up the bill entitled an act the better to secure 
the funds of the University, which was read the second time and referred 
to the select committee. 

Mr Hemphill moved to take up the bill entitled an act to change the 
time of holding the county courts of Morgan and Tuscaloosa counties, mr 
Hemphill moved to amend the bill by way of engrossed ryder adding ano¬ 
ther section to the bill, which was read three several times and adopted, 
the bill then passed the Senate.

have also amended; in which amendments they ask the concurrence of the 
Senate. They have read three several times and passed bills of the follow¬ 
ing titles, which originated in the House of Representatives: an act, to ap¬ 
propriate a certain fund therein named; an act for the better regulation of 
patrols; an act to enable Amos Robinson and others to emancipate certain 
slaves therein named; an act for the relief of purchasers of 16th sections; 
an act to regulate the militia of the State of Alabama; and joint resolutions 
to keep and preserve the furniture of both House of the General Assembly 
and for other purposes: in all of which they ask the concurrence of the 
Senate. They recede from their disagreement to the amendments made to 
the bill entitled an act to repeal in part and amend an act entitled an act to 
regulate the rate of interest, passed December 17th, 1819, by the Senate, 
upon which there was a committee of conference appointed. 

The amendment of the House of Representatives to the bill entitled an 
act to amend the charter of the bank of the State of Alabama was taken up.

Message from his Excellency, the Governor, by James I. Thornton, Esq. 

Executive Department, January 7, 1833. 

In compliance with a resolution of the Senate requesting to be furnished with any infor¬ 
mation in my possession in relation to the Marshal moving any portion of our citizens from the 
territory east of the Coosa river, I have to state that the accompanying letter from J. Austil, es¬ 
quire, acting as deputy marshal, contains all the intelligence I have received in relation to in¬ 
structions which have been issued to him for the removal of settlers from the Indian lands. 

I apprehend that it has at no time been in the contemplation of the President to cause the re¬ 
moval of any settler from the I ndian territory, except those who had trespassed upon the indi¬ 
vidual possessions of the Indians, and had taken possession of reservations secured to them by 
the late treaty; learning that the resolution was founded on information obtained from some of 
the Senators, that all white persons had been ordered to remove from the Creek lands, I lost no 
time in addressing a letter to the honorable William R. King, requesting his interference in be¬ 
half of this portion of our citizens, and to obtain a revocation of the order, if any such had been 
made. He, together with Messrs Clay and Mardis, with their characteristic readiness to serve 
their constituents, immediately interested themselves, and obtained assurances that no one would 
be interrupted in his settlement, if the private claims of the Indians should be respected. 

I wrote to Mr Austil, also, to be informed of the precise extent of his orders as Marshal, but 
have received from him no reply, owing I presume, to his having left Montgomery before the 
arrival of the mail which bore my letter. A copy of my letter to Mr Austil and Col. King, ad 
of the answer of the letter are herewith communicated.

Secretary of State's Office, J an. 8, 1833. 

Mr President: I am requested by the Governor, to inform your honora¬ 
ble body, that he did on the 5th inst. approve and sign the following bills, 
viz: An act to amend an act to incorporate and empower religious societies 
of every denomination to hold real estate; an act for the relief of Matthew 
Fontaine Goode; an act to repeal in part an act therein mentioned; an act 
to divorce J ulius Sneed from his wife J ane Eliza Sneed; an act to authorise 
Daniel McDaniel and G. B. Mobly to establish a ferry on Tombecbee river;

further urgently recommends to the State of South-Carolina to abstain from 
the use of military power in enforcing her ordinances or in resisting the

The committee have been aided in the examination of this subject by the 
testimony of three gentlemen now members of the General Assembly, 
whose names have been severally counterfeited and used on the certificates 
recommending some of the paper to the officers of the Bank. It ap¬ 
pears from the testimony that the paper is altogether spurious; no such per- 
so is being know as those whose names have been thus employed to defraud 
the Bank. 

The committee believed it to be their duty to take down the testimony touch¬ 
ing this transaction in writing, that such of the members of the General 
Assembly as might feel it to be their duty to examine it should have an op¬ 
portunity of so doing; and for this purpose it is filed with the cashier of 
the Bank. An examination of this paper can lead to but one conclusion: 

It is that Mosely Baker was the sole author of the entire fraud. 

The greatest injustice would be done to the officers of the Bank of the 
slightest insinuation were made that they are in the least to blame for those 
unfortunate transactions Mosely Baker was, at the time the frauds were com¬ 
mitted, a distinguished member of the House of Representatives from Mont¬ 
gomery county; he had been in the habit of recommending genuine paper 
to the Bank from that and the adjoining counties; and had been consti¬ 
tuted an agent by many of his constituents for transacting their busines 
with the Bank. I n the language of one of the witnesses, "He was of 
high standing and had heavy banking transactions to attend to for the peo¬ 
ple of his district of country. And above all, the certificates recommend¬ 
ing the spurious paper were signed by him while he was yet a member of 
the House, and the signatures of others to the same were so well imitated 
as at first glance to be well calculated to deceive. It is the settled opinion 
of the committee, that the same combination of imposing circumstances, 
would have deceived incredulity itself. 

Upon tracing the fraud, the committee have found it to extend back to 
a period further than is embraced in the transactions which they now re¬ 
port. But every other transaction than is above in detail has been settled 
and paid. 

The aggregate amount of fraudulent paper now unpaid in Bank is $26,700 00

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, Tuscaloosa, J anuary 7,1833. 

I transmit to the general assembly copies of a resolution adopted by the 
State of Tennessee, relative to the public lands of the United States and of 
a preamble and resolution of the State of Louisiana, in relation to the con- 
stuction of a rail road from New Orleans to the city of Washington. These 
resolutions have been forwarded to this department for the purpose of sub¬ 
mitting them to the consideration of the legislature of this State.

Mr Fearn, mr J ackson and mr Swope having received all the votes giv¬ 
en, mr Speaker therefore declared them elected Canal Commissioners. 

The Senate repaired to their chamber- mr President resumed his chair; 
and the Senate adjourned to ten o'clock to-morrow. 

Thursday, J anuary 10th, 1833.- The Senate met pursuant to ad¬ 
journment. 

Mr Vining from the committee on enrolled bills reported the following 
bills as correctly enrolled: an act for the relief of Benjamin Hudson and 
William also brooks of Franklin county; an act to establish a road from the 
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ferry at Montgomery by the way of Kingston in the county of Autauga to 
Samuel Bogie's in Bibb county ; an act to incorporate the Montgomery 
Hall company; an act to provide for the election of officers in the county of 
Pike: an act to provide for the maintenance and education of certain chil¬ 
dren therein named. 

Mr Bridges from the special committee to whom was referred the bill 
entitled an act to provide for the examination of the bank of the State of 
Alabama and its several branches, reported the same with sundry amend¬ 
ments: strike out the all between the enacting clause and the word "whose” 
and insert "that it shall be the duty of the Governor to appoint three com¬ 
missioners for the examination of each of the branches of he bank of the 
State of Alabama:' after the word "shall be" in the same section, insert 
"within two months immediately preceding the annual meeting of the 
General Assembly, to proceed to the branch bank for which they may be 
appointed and the:'' strike from the 6th section all after the word "law:” 
strike from the caption of the bill the words "the Bank of the State of 
Alabama:" which were concurred in, and the bill passed the Senate. 

Mr Morton presented the report of the board of trustees, which was on 
motion of mr Morton, referred to a select committee. 

Mr Abercrombie presented the account of Francis Bugbee, which was 
referred to the committee on accounts. 

Mr Erwin of G. from the committee on the judiciary to whom was refer¬ 
red the bill entitled an act concerning attachments, reported the same with¬ 
out amendment, which was read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Mr Erwin of G. from the same committee to whom was referred the bill 
entitled an at to provide for an extra election of Representatives to the 
congress of the United States, reported the same with an amendment: strike 
out the word "such" in the 6th line of the first section, and insert "within 
so short a:" strike out all after the word "Until" in the 5th line of the last 
section, and insert "the 3rd of March, 1835: and if an election shall take 
place and be held under the provisions of this act, no election for members 
of Congress shall be held at the general election:" which were concurred in, 
and the bill read the third time and passed the Senate. 

Mr Hogan from the joint committee appointed to examine the affairs and 
condition of the bank of the State of Alabama, made the following report: 

The joint committee appointed by both Houses of the General Assembly 
to examine the affairs and condition of the Bank of the State of Alabama 
have performed the arduous duties assigned them, and beg leave to report: 
That at an early period of the Session, they invited all the members from 
the respective counties to meet them at the Bank, for the purpose of ascer- 
nining the solvency of the debtors to the same; the result of this exami- 
cation will be seen by reference to statement herewith marked A.: by an 
txamination of which, compared with last year's report, it will be seen 
that there is an increase of bad and doubtful debts; this may have arisen 
from the fact that bills of exchange have not heretofore been examined by 
the members of the legislature. Upon an examination of the books of the 
Bank, your committee have ascertained that not a single insolvency has 
ever been charged to the profit and loss account: the statement therefore 
includes all the bad and doubtful debts made by the Bank since it went into 
operation. Your committee would recommend to the members of the le¬ 
gislature and others, recommending paper for discount or sale, to be very 
cautious in exercising this delicate trust, for it is upon this kind of evidence 
that the directors here are compelled to act; and no paper should be recom¬ 
mended, unless it was undoubted. Your committee caused an exhibit of 
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the state of the Bank to be made up to the 18th December, and took charge 
of the cash and vault on that day, and find exhibit marked B. to be carried, 
by which it will be seen that the Bank is liable for the amount of notes in 
circulation in the sum of $613,014; for amount to credit of individual de¬ 
positors, which sum includes the deposites from the treasury ad agent of 
the University, $253,702 78, and amount due to Banks $9,575 54; ma¬ 
king in all the sum of $870,292 32. To meet this sum, the Bank has in 
cash and due from other Banks $320,607 14. Bills of exchange maturing, 
daily, $650,512 74, and noted discounted, all due fourth of January, 
$1,012.1901 90. making together the sum of $1,983,310 88, exceeding 
the amount for which the Bank is liable to immediate call, in the sum of 
$1,107,018 56. Thus presenting a very flattering result, surpassing the 
expectation of its most sanguine friends. By an examination of the books 
of the Bank, your committee perceived that a material change in the con¬ 
dition of the institution was daily taking place; they therefore requested 
the cashier to make an exhibit on the fifth instant, which his herewith sub¬ 
mitted marked C,; by reference to this paper, it will be seen that in the 
space of eighteen days, the Bank has purchased $864,036 88 in bills of 
exchange, and that in the same period, notes discounted have been paid off 
to the amount of $681,576. Your committee has carefully counted all the 
blank paper on hand, and find there isn ow in Bank 1288 single impressions 
of post notes; 17,942 of 1, 1, 2, 3; 11,096 impressions of five; 7,704 
of tens and twenty; 202 of fifty and hundreds. 

Your committee avail themselves of the present occasion, to bear testi¬ 
mony to the ability with which the president, cashier, and officers discharge 
their respective duties, and would suggest that the salaries of those officers 
are disproportionate to the great labor and responsibility that rest upon 
them, and recommend an increase to their pay, especially the president, 
cashier and book-keeper. All of which is respectfully submitted.

Message from his Excellency of the Governor, by J ames I. Thornton, 

Esq.: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, Tuscaloosa, 9th Jan. 1833. 

It is considered highly probable that there will be a called session of 
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congress between the fourth of March next, and the succeeding general 
election. Should this be the case, this State will not be represented in the 
House of Representatives, as the period for which our members are elect¬ 
ed will expire on the 3d of March next. I n order to guard against an event 
which might be injurious to the interests of the state, I recommend that provis¬ 
ion be made by law for the election of our members of congress, in time to meet 
that body should it be convened before the period of its annual session. I 
transmit to the general assembly several resolutions adopted by the State 
of Georgia, in relation to the powers of the general government, to appro¬ 
priate money upon objects of internal improvement, and proposing that 
congress shall call a convention of the people of the United States, in order 
to effect certain amendments of the constitution. Also, resolutions of the 
State of Pennsylvania, relative to the Union of the States and the constitu¬ 
tion of the United States.

Message from the House of Representatives, by mr Norwood. Mr Pres¬ 
ident: The House of Representatives have read three several times and 
passed a bill from the Senate entitled an act to fix the salary of the president 
of the bank of the State of Alabama and for other purposes, and have amen¬ 
ded the same as shewn in the bill; which amendment they ask the con¬ 
currence of the Senate. They insist on their amendments to the bill enti¬ 
tled an act to amend the charter of the bank of the State of Alabama. They 
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have passed bills of the following titles : an act the better to secure the 
lands of the University of Alabama ; joint resolutions in relation to procu- 
ding the journals of the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States ; an act for the relief of Robert J. Ware ; an act to amend the militia 
law under the head of courts martial. They have read three several times 
and passed bills of the following titles : an act to provide for taking the de¬ 
positions of judges of the circuit and supreme courts of the State of Alabama, 
and other pruoses therein named ; an act to repeal an act amendatory of the 
several acts concerning witnesses, approved J anuary 3d, 1832, so far as re 
lates to the county of Madison ; an act explanatory of the liability of per¬ 
sons to work on roads, &c. ; and, an act to authorise the further subdivision 
of lands sold at the land office at Courtland; in all of which they ask the 
concurrence of the Senate. 

The bill entitled an act to fix the salary of the president of the bank of the 
State of Alabama as amended by the House was taken up. mr Coopwood 
moved that the Senate disagree to the amendment, which was carried. — 
Ordered, that the Secretary acquaint the House therewith. 

The engrossed bill from the House of Representatives, entitled an act to 
provide for taking the dispositions of judges of the circuit and supreme 
courts of the State of Alabama, and of other persons therein named, was 
read the first time, the constitutional rule suspended, read a second and 
third time forthwith and passed the Senate. 

Mr Vining from the committee on enrolled bills, reported the following 
bills as correctly enrolled: an act to authorise the Tennessee canal commis¬ 
sioners to change the plan of improvement on that river, and to direct the 
receiver at the land office at Courtland, where to make his deposites; an act 
to authorise the laying an additional tax for the county of Pickens. 

Mr Edmondson from the committee on enrolled bills reported the fol¬ 
lowing bills as correctly enrolled: an act requiring the governor to reside 
at the seat of government; joint resolutions in relation to a third judicial 
district; joint resolutions relative to the boundary line between this State 
and the State of Georgia; an act to preclude from office certain persons 
therein named; an act to emancipate certain slaves therein named; and, an 
act to authorise the laying out and opening a certain road therein named. 

Message from the House of Representatives, by mr Ford, mr President: 
The House of Representative have read three several times and passed a 
bill from the Senate of the following title: an act to organise the county of 
Sumpter; and have amended the same as shewn in the bill: — which amend¬ 
ment, on motion of mr Erwin of G. was concurred in. 

Mr Chapman from the committee on divorce and alimony to whom was 
referred the bill from the House of Representatives to divorce certain per¬ 
sons therein named, reported the same without amendment, and the bill 
was read a third time and passed the Senate. 

Mr Abercrombie introduced a bill to be entitled an act to provide for 
the transmission of certain acts therein named, which was read a first time, 
the constitutional rule suspended, read a second and third time forthwith 
and passed the Senate. 

Mr Erwin of G. from the committee on education to whom was referred 
the engrossed bill entitled an act to amend the laws in relation to the 16th 
sections, reported the same without amendment; and moved to lay the bill 
on the table, which was carried. 

Mr Erwin of G. from the judiciary committee to whom was referred the 
message of his excellency the Governor in relation to the reporter of the 
decisions of the Supreme Court, reported the same back to the Senate, and 



asked that the committee be discharged from the further consideration 
thereof, which was granted. 

Mr Erwin of G. from the committee to whom was referred the bill 
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from the House of Representatives entitled an act requiring the clerks of 
the several counties in this State to make indexes, and providing fees for 
notaries in certain cases, reported the same without amendment: Mr Er¬ 
win of G. moved to lay the bill on the table, which was carried. 

Mr Erwin of G. asked leave for the judiciary committee to be discharged 
from the further consideration of any business; which was granted. 

Mr Erwin of G. from the committee on education made the same request 
for the committee; which was granted. 

Mr Bridges from the select committee to whom was referred the recom¬ 
mendations to the President and Congress of the United States, to the state 
of South Carolina, and other States, together with the amendments of a 
previous committee, reported the same with a substitute fr the last amend¬ 
ment, striking therefrom all after the word "Union." mr Coopwood moved 
that the Senate concur in the amendment; which was carried, mr Walthall 
moved to amend the recommendations with the following, to wit: Resol¬ 
ved, that we have observed in the recent proclamation of the President of 
the United States, principles avowed, and powers assumed for the federal 
government, which we feel it to be our solemn duty to disapprove and pro¬ 
test against; that we regard them as violating the true construction and 
spirit of the constitution, and as inconsistent with the doctrine which the 
republican party have repeatedly asserted; that we hailed the message of 
the president to congress at the present session, as well as his veto message 
on the bank bill with admiration, as the harbinger of better times, as re¬ 
calling the government to objects for which it was originally inten¬ 
ded; as leading the way to a removal of the causes of all our ex¬ 
isting difficulties; and as containing an exposition as just as it was 
able, of the true principles upon which our admirable political 
system was intended to be founded; that we feel called upon to express our 
disapprobation of the principles of the recent proclamation, lest our silence 
should be misinterpreted, and the known approbation of Alabama for other 
measures of the present administration should be regarded as sanctioning 
opinions which we sincerely believe to be of dangerous tendency; and 
which, if admitted, would obliterate the line which separates the States 
and revolutionise the character of our government as a confederacy. Mr 
Erwin of G. moved that the amendment be indefinitely postponed, which 
was carried: Yeas 11, nays 4. 

The yeas and nays being desired, those who voted in the affirmative are, messrs 
Ash Barclay Bridges Chapman Edmondson Erwin of G. Hill Hogan M'Vay Pick¬ 
ett and Vining. 

Those who voted in the negative are, messrs President Coopwood Phillips and 
Walthall. 

The recommendations as amended then passed the Senate. 

The Senate then adjourned to 9 o'clock to-morrow. 

Saturday, J anuary 12th, 1833. — Senate met pursuant to adjournment.

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and that the Governor had no further communication to make: that there 
were yet some bills to sign which had not yet been taken to him, and that 
when they shall have been approved, he will notify the two Houses through 
the Secretary of State.

Message from the House of Representatives, by mr Tunstall, mr Presi¬ 
dent: The House of Representatives insist on their amendment to the bill 
entitled an act to fix the salary of the president of the bank of the State of 
Alabama.

concerning the assignment of bonds, notes, &c. and for other purposes, pas¬ 
sed J anuary 18th, 1812 an act regulating the compensation of jailors for 
victualling slaves confined in jail, and for other purposes; joint resolutions 
in relation to the boundary line between this State and Georgia; an act for the 
relief of Richard I nge, executor of J ohn J. I nge deceased; an act to eman¬ 
cipate certain slaves therein named; an act to authorise the opening and 
laying out a certain road therein named; an act requiring the Governor to

Message from his excellency the Governor, by J ames I. Thornton, Esq.

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama: 

I n answer to a communication made by a joint committee of the two Hou¬ 
ses. I have to state that I have signed all the acts that have passed at the 
present session, and that I have no farther communication to make to either 
branch of the General Assembly. I beg leave to tender my respects to the 
members individually, and my best wishes for their speedy and happy re¬ 
turn to the bosom of their families.

Mr Morton offered the following resolution (Mr McVay in the chair:) — 

Resolved, that the honorable Levin Powell is entitled to the thanks of this 
Senate, for the able, impartial and dignified manner in which he has presi¬ 
ded over their deliberations, during the present session; which was unan¬ 
imously adopted. Mr President resumed his chair, from which he arose 
and expressed his acknowledgments to the Senate for the kind feelings 
manifested towards him in the resolution now before him, and concluded 
his remarks with a tender of his cordial good wishes for their safe return 
to the bosom of their families and friends, as follows: 

It is impossible for me, Gentlemen, to do justice to the feelings, with which I receive the very 
flattering testimonial of approbation, in regard to the manner in which I have performed the du¬ 
ties of the Chair during the session of the Legislature now about to terminate, as expressed by 
your resolution now lying before me. This I shall not attempt to do, further than to say, that to 
have discharged the official duties assigned to me by your confidence and good will, in such a 
manner as to acquire the approbation of the body, by which the trust was conferred, and that 
of the persons with whom throughout the session, I have had to act, affords to me the highest 
gratification of which I am capable, and is more than an ample reward for the difficulty, the per¬ 
plexity and the anxiety which those duties have imposed. I dare not hope that my services have 
been such as to entitle me to the favorable sentiments, which your resolution has expressed, but 
I shall always recollect the polite and friendly expression of them with a degree of pride and 
satisfaction, which few occurrences of my life have inspired. Might I be permitted to claim for 
myself any portion of the liberal consideration, which your partial favor bestows; it would be 
that I have uniformly endeavored to be governed by the strict rules of impartiality and courtesy. 
These I have made the great polar star by which to direct my conduct, and from which standard 
I am not conscious on any occasion to have departed, at least, if I have done so, the cause is to 
be attributed to inadvertence or ignorance, and not to motive. 

Gentlemen, we are about to separate for a season, and some of us may now exchange saluta¬ 
tions for the last time. By the organization of the Senate, one third of its members must, before 
the next meeting of this body, pass the popular ordeal; this may deprive some of us of the plea¬ 
sure of again meeting in consultation for the common weal — temporal arrangements may inter¬ 
vene to effect the same object and death may do its office, and lay us low, but in every vicisal- 



tude of life, "whether for weal or for woe," you individually carry with you my most ardent and 
cordial wishes for your prosperity, health, and happiness, and my most anxious desire that your 
efforts to serve the public, may be properly and gratefully appreciated by your constituents. 

And now, with a wish that you may have a speedy and safe return to your families and friends. 

I bid you all farewell.

Address and Resolutions submitted to the Senate by MR PHILLIPS, November 27th, 1832. 

We the Representatives of the people of the State of Alabama in General Assembly conven¬ 
ed, believing that an important and solemn period has arrived in the history of the nation, when 
duty to our constituents, our country and ourselves, demand a candid and harmonious expression 
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of our opinions, do respectfully declare, that although but few years have rolled by since the 
State of Alabama was added to the circle, which compose this confederacy, one cannot behold 
the agitations of the political hemisphere around her, without a fearful anxiety for the dangers 
which lurk so potentous in the future. At the time when it became her fortune as yet so young 
in science and improvement to embark her small venture of liberty in the cause of the Union, 
the gallant vessel of the Republic was pursuing a peaceful and prosperous course. The storms 
and trials of a disastrous war had buffetted her in vain; and she had conquered the elements with 
glory nailed to the mast. A succession of years found her continually exulting over the difficul¬ 
ties of the past, and cheered with the triumphs of the future — uninterrupted prosperity was ri¬ 
sing before her. The respect and homage paid her by foreign nations was indicative of her 
strength at home; and the world stood gazing with admiration at her enterprize, which should 
eventually reveal and secure the blessings of civil liberty: — At this period, an important change 
came over her destinies — a vast accumulating public debt pressed heavily upon the country and 
threatened to clog and embarrass the entire progress of its operations. It was then that the 
the people of these United States, not calculating on the extent of measures which became ne¬ 
cessary to save their country, submitted to an onerous and oppressive system of taxation, and 
freely gave up their treasure, as they had their blood in defence of its tottering credit the 
indirect mode of raising a revenue, then adopted by a system of duties upon imports, was retur¬ 
ning at this early period to assumes features of warranted by the Constitution. Giving up, 
however, on that occasion, an independent assertion of our rights, and refusing to control the op¬ 
erations of the General Government, by any theoretical rations of right, we cheerfully submit¬ 
ted to its exactions, believing that the time would soon arrive which would bring the Govern¬ 
ment within its legitimate sphere. When, however, a monopoly which had been generated in the 
warmth of a nation's bounty, began to assume an extrinsic stand, and by means of its treasure 
and influence, had secured the passage of successive Tariff laws, all resulting in the protection of 
one class at the expense of another, an alarm was sounded throughout the whole American na¬ 
tion, even then prophetic of the evils which now surround us. The whole Southern people on 
whom this system of Government has borne most oppressively, for sixteen years, have protested 
solemnly against the continuance of its exactions. How far their remonstrances have effected 
a liberal and just compromise, the tariff of eighteen hundred and thirty-two exists as a prominent 
memorial. This tariff, after exciting the long deferred hopes of the Southern people, has left the 
whole body politic in the last stages of a disease which threatens its instant dissolution. Be¬ 
lieving however, that there is yet sufficient energy among the American people, to cause an 
effectual recreation, in the powers of government, we would respectfully address our sister 
States in behalf of an object, so intimately connected with the liberty and fortune of all. The 
people whom we have the honor to represent are generous, patriotic and republican: — a people 
who, while they acknowledge the respect due to the constitued powers of government are yet 
jealous of the principles on which their sovereign rights are founded — who would compromise 
their blood and fortune in defence of the Union which has caused such lavish expenditure of 
both; but who will not behold its first principles subverted without a determined struggle in their 
behalf. The opposition which they, in common with the whole Southern population, have fruit¬ 
lessly made against the protective policy, is beginning to take a fearful, but resolute stand. 

When argument is exhausted; when compromise id resisted as too submissive for one party to 
make, and too dishonorable for the other to accept, we may well fear the approach of a crisis too 
formidable or distrust. If our sister States, misled by the suggestions of politicians, whose ab¬ 
stract notions never keep pace with the real situation f the people, believe that our complaints 
are imaginary, we beseech them in the name of our mutual liberties, to distrust no longer. Fancy 
is as frequently the cause of death as disease itself; and if we have suffered imagination to out- 
strap the progress of our real evils, until a feverish excitement pervades and racks our whole 
body, we are not the less entitled to the remedy. There is one subject, however, on which we 
cannot be misled. I n the great struggles of the body politic — in the great progress of experimen¬ 
tal policy, our constitution has become broken down, and the streams of its vitality corrupted. — 
Let us beseech you, then, fellow-citizens, to make common cause with us, to effect its immedi¬ 
ate restoration. The period is non-auspicious — if delayed the promise of liberty to the world, 
may be blasted forever, and her last triumphs be made to expire on the ruins of the American 



nation. 

The appearance of a vast empire gradually sinking to its kindred dust, hears at all times, a sa¬ 
lutary lesson to nations and to men; but when it carries with it all that is glorious in science and 
improvement — when it breaks the hope on which the free of every sphere have leaned, as on their 
protecting staff, it speaks the vanity of human greatness in a tone whose slightest whisper is 
heard throughout all earthly eternity. That a calamity like this may not befal our common coun¬ 
try depends, we believe, on government alone. Every State in this Union, acts a part of the 
government, alike concerned for the events of the future. Let their conflicting interests then be 
forgotten: Let them step forth, hand in hand, and unite in a glorious struggle, in which Liberty, 
the Union, and the Constitution shall triumph. Our country will then remain fixed on the eter¬ 
nal basis of those high destinies for which our venerable forefathers designed her. Our govern¬ 
ment, too will occupy a noble and beneficent situation, the centre on which will concentrate the 
whole light and liberty of twenty-four glorious spheres, all revolving with usefulness, and beam¬ 
ing with solemn and knowledge. But if unhappily, a worse destiny awaits us if the threatened 
storm on which the gaze of the whole nation is anxiously suspended, is to burst and pour down its 
terrors upon our devoted country; but one part is left us to act, and that the part of patriots. We 
owe it to posterity to preserve at least as much liberty for them, as our fathers secured for us. 

If we carelessly slumber on our post; if we tacitly submit to unconstitutional exactions on our¬ 
selves, until habit has fixed them irrevocably on our children, they will not hold us guiltless of 
the blood and curses of slavery, which shall follow them throughout all existence. Under the 
core belief, then, that the Government nor the people will not urge us in that fearful period when 
we shall be compelled to balance the consequences of resistance against the more fatal conse¬ 
quences of endurance, we cheerfully submit the foregoing address. 

Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Alabama, in General As¬ 
sembly convened. That this State will maintain and defend the constitution of the United States 
and the constitution of this State, against every aggression, either foreign or domestic and that 
it will support the Government of the United States, in all measures warranted by the former. 

Resolved, That this Assembly most solemnly declares a warm attachment to the Union of these 
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States, to maintain which, it pledges its powers ; and that for this end, it is their duty to watch 
over and oppose every infraction of these principles which constitute the only basis of that ???? 
because faithful observance of them can alone ensure its existence and the public happiness. 

Resolved, That the several States composing the United States of America, are not united on 
the principles of unlimited submission to their federal government but that by compact under 
the style and title of a constitution for the United States, and of amendments thereto, they con¬ 
stituted a federal government fro special purposes, delegated to that government certain definite 
powers, ceserving each State to itself, the residuary mass of right, to their own self government 
and that, whenever the federal government assumes undelegated powers, its acts are unauthor- 
tative, void and of no force ; That to this compact each State acceeded as a State and as an inte¬ 
gral party ; That this government, created by this compact, was not made the exclusive or ????? 
judge of the extent of the powers delegated to itself, since that would have made its discretion 
and not the constitution, the measure of its powers ; but that, as in all other cases of compact a- 
mong parties having no common judge, each party has an equal right to judge for itself, as well 
of infractions as of the mode and measure of redress. 

Resolved, That the construction applied by the federal government, as is evident by sundry of 
their proceedings, to those parts of the constitution of the United States, which delegate to Con¬ 
gress power to lay and collect taxes, duties imposts excises — to pay the debts, and provide for 
the common defence and general welfare of the United States, and to make all laws which ????? 
be necessary and proper to carry into effect, the powers vested by the constitution in the govern 
ment of the United States, or any department thereof, goes to the destruction of all the limits pre¬ 
scribed to their power by the constitution : That words meant by that instrument to be subsidiary 
only to the execution of limited powers ought not to be so construed as themselves to give ?? 
limited powers ; nor a part so to be taken as to destroy the whole residue of the instrument. 

Resolved, That the federal government has no right, either express or implied, to protect do¬ 
mestic manufactures, regulate the internal industry of the different States or to tax the citizens 
of one portion of the United States for the benefit of another portion : That any act of Congress 
enacted with such design, and having such operation, is unconstitutional and void. That the Ta¬ 
riff acts, so far as they impose taxes on our citizens for the sole purpose of an economical revenue 
are constitutional and proper; — but so far as they impose such duties with the intent and effected 
bounty the manufacturer out of the industry and labor of the planter and others, are a direct and 
palpable infringement on the liberty of the citizen, and the reserved rights of the States - ???? 
ing to create a privileged aristocracy among us, and a consequent subversion of the Union of 
these States. 

Resolved, That the late tariff act is violative of the federal constitution, inasmuch as the ??? 
on foreign importations therein imposed, were mainly arranged and laid, for the benefit of ???? 
nopilists, to the great detriment and oppression of the unprivileged classes of our community 
who are the producers and consumers. That it invidiously distinguishes between articles of nec- 
cessity and articles of luxury, leaving the former to be purchased by the less affluent at ????? 
taxes on the first cost of the article, while the latter are afforded to the wealthy at a trifling ??? 
or free of any governmental charge, and is therefore unjust: That in assuming to regulate ?????? 
ternal economy of the States it is an usurpation upon the reserved rights of the States, and ?? 
presisted in fraught with a dissolution of our cherished Union, either by an oppressive considera¬ 
tion of a vast empire, or a separation of confederated States. Therefore, as a most solemn ap¬ 
peal of this Assembly to the different States of the Union, we do declare that the State of Ala¬ 
bama cannot consent that the Congress of the United States shall levy upon her citizens ???? 
unjust and unequal, and unauthorised taxes, as are levied by the tariff act aforesaid : — And to the 
Congress of the United States, and to the several States the State of Alabama makes their dis¬ 
tinct constitutional proposition. — Let the manufacturer live by his own labor, and the planter ??? 
mechanic by his : Let not legislation depress one class of citizens to foster another but leave in¬ 
dustry and enterprize to obtain its merited reward by voluntary exertion. Tax all equally and 
tax them no more than is essential to defray the expenses of a just and economical government 
that if these constitutional privileges of the States and the people be not in principle adopted be¬ 
fore the fourth of J uly, one thousand eight hundred and thirty four the State of Alabama can¬ 
not rely on the federal government for a redress of the palpable and dangerous violation of the 







federal constitution as manifested in the said tariff acts but will take such measures to give 
the liberty and property of her citizens as duty to herself, to her sister States, and to constitution¬ 
al liberty may a that time seem to require. 

Resolved, That the State of Alabama will not consent that an armed force shall be sent by the 
General Government to conquer into submission by the power of the bayonet, the citizens of 
any State of this Union, who may refuse obedience to any unjust unconstitutional, arbitrary ??? 
oppressive act of the Congress of the United States when such citizens are acting under the ???? 
tion of their State Government: That this State doth expressly declare the principle of force ??? 
be the principle of despotism, alien to our federal constitution and not recognized by our ??? 
pacific republican institutions: And that an attempt on te part of the federal government to 
change our institutions into a military despotism, would, by this State be considered a viola¬ 
tion of the constitution of the United states, the most flagrant and the most dangerous to ??? 
stitutional liberty. 

Resolved, That the people of this State have ever felt, and continue to feel, the most ???? 
affection for their brethren of the other States ; the trust anxiety for perpetuating and establish¬ 
ing the Union of all ; and the most scrupulous fidelity to that constitution, which is the pledge of 
mutual friendship, and the instrument of mutual happiness. 

Resolved, That the General assembly of the State of Alabama doth solemnly appeal to the 
like disposition in other States in confidence that they will concur with this State in decl?????
